The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held  on 
Friday,  15  January  1982  (rescheduled  from  4  January  1982)  in  the  Commissioners 
l^oom  of  the  San  l-rancisco  Public  Library,  Civic  Center  Plaza,   President  Taliaferro 
called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:14  a.m.

DIRECTOR'S    Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Business  Commit- 
REPORT        tee  for  the  Arts  had  sent  material  regarding  their  Annual  Arts  Award, 
Siic  recommended  that  the  Commission  nominate  Ajuerican  Express  l"or  tiie 
Business  Committee  of  the  Arts  Award  Program. 

Commissioner  Swig  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Coiimiis- 
sioncr  Nemerovski  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-1:   Nomination  of  American  Express  for  Business  Committee  of  the 

Arts 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  nominate  American  Express 
for  the  Business  Committee  of  the  Arts'  Annual  Arts  Award. 

Director  Ellison  gave  an  update  on  the  building  located  at  Turk  and  I'i  1  Imore 
Streets;  she  had  requested  information  on  its  sale  in  terms  of  possible  revenue 
for  the  Art  Commission.   However,  it  has  been  determined  that  any  proceeds  would 
have  to  go  to  the  agency  who  had  control  prior  to  the  Commission. 

The  Director  discussed  the  renovation  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Community  Cultural 
Facilities.   She  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  has  submitted  a  proposal  to 
Community  Development  for  funding  to  renovate  the  centers;  a  letter  has  been  sent 
to  the  Supervisors  requesting  their  support  on  the  proposal.   She  rcciuested  the 
Commissioners  to  contact  the  Supervisors  for  support  on  this. 


r-,-nMn  .IRS 
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Director  Cllison  provided  copies  of  a  tentative  budget  for  the  1982  I'ops  concerts. 
She  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  International  Sculpture  (Competition 
would  be  held  from  8  thru  15  August  1982  in  San  Francisco. 

TTic  Director  referred  to  the  recent  meetings  and  discussions  on  Hotel  Tax  Legislation 

proposed  by  Supervisor  Molinari  and  said  that  the  Finance  Conunittee  of  the  Board 

of  Supervisors  has  given  approval  and  the  Mayor's  Office  is  also  in  agreement. 

As  it  stands  now,  8.5%  will  go  to  the  Performing  Arts  Center,  8.5-0  to  tlie  Visitors 

5  Convention  Bureau,  and  12%  to  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  for  distribution 

to  community  arts  agencies.   It  will  be  before  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors  on 

25  January. 

Dircclor  lillison  spokt;  of  the  success  ol"  the  (iivic  Clioi-ale's  coiicerl  al  Davios 
Hall  on  20  December  1981. 

PRESIDENT'S   President  Taliaferro  acknowledged  that  there  were  some  Commissioners 
REMARKS       who  wanted  to  re-nominate  him.   He  said,  however,  that  his  broadcast 

responsibilities  had  vastly  increased  taking  him  to  Los  Angeles  as 
well  as  in  San  Francisco,  and  he  would  not  be  able  to  maintain  his  record  of 
attendance  at  Commission  meetings.  (In  his  11  years  as  Commissioner,  he  missed  only 
one  meeting.)  He  asked  that  he  not  be  nominated. 

The  President  reviewed  some  of  the  major  Commission  events  that  he  had  witnessed: 

In  1973  he  was  Chairman  of  President  Zellerbach's  committee  to  decide  how  to 
spend  $2.5  million  for  the  Conununity  Cultural  Centers. 

He  had  been  a  part  of  tlic  Coinniission 's  development  of  the  Neigliborhood  Arts 
Program,  a  program  like  no  other  in  the  country. 

Another  great  innovation  was  when  the  Commission  accepted  its  staff  proposal  for 
a  CETA  Arts  Program,  the  finest  artists-sponsorship  by  government  since  the  WPA. 

The  year  1978  saw  Proposition  13,  but  the  Art  Commission  weathered  tlie  storm  by 
inaugurating  programs  which  will  bring  revenue  to  the  Commission  for  years  to 
come.   Not  the  least  of  these  programs  is  the  Urban  Fair,  which  he  had  personally 
lobbied  through  Sacramento. 

It  had  seemed  that  the  Art  Festival  would  die  from  lack  of  funds,  but  the  Commis- 
sion saved  it  through  American  Express  support  which  hopefully  will  continue. 

-  Another  project  which  pleased  the  President  was  the  Bayview  Town  Gallery. 

The  only  thing,  during  this  period,  which  had  disappointed  him,  tiie  President  said, 
was  the  "tiresome  waste  of  time"  spent  with  other  departmental  personnel  who  "take 
a  different  approach  to  the  Charter."  He  hoped  that  his  successor  would  have  great 
patience  and  tolerance.   He  warned  his  successor  that  there  will  be  some  people 
who  will  challenge  the  Art  Commission's  jurisdiction,  as  the  time  when  President 
Taliaferro  sat  in  the  City  Attorney's  office  with  another  commission  president  who 
remarked:   "We're  more  powerful  than  you  are."  The  next  Art  Commission  president 
will  have  to  continue  to  fight  for  the  Commission's  "turf,"  or  else  witness  the 
erosion  of  the  Commission's  responsibilities  and  authority  "to  the  point  when  it 
won't  do  any  good  to  sit  on  the  Commission,"  There  was,  in  fact,  a  current  proposal 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  remove  the  various  disciplines  from  the  Art 
Commission.  The  President  urged  his  successor  to  keep  the  programs  going  and  the 
revenue  flowing. 
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President  Taliaferro  said  that  it  had  been  a  tremendous  privilege  to  serve  and 
acknowledged  that  the  reward  for  every  Commissioner  does  not  come  from  the  Com- 
munity; it  comes  from  within. 

ELECTION  OF   President  Taliaferro  requested  nominations  for  the  office  of 
OFFICERS      President. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  name  of  Commissioner  Swig;  tliis  nomination  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Patri. 

There  being  no  further  nominations.  President  Taliaferro  declared  the  nominations 
closed. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Conmiis- 
sioner  Patri  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-2:   Election  of  President 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  elect  Commissioner  Roselync 
Swig  as  President  for  calendar  year  1982. 

President  Taliaferro  requested  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice  President. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  nominated  Commissioner  Vedensky;  the  nomination  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Paterson. 

There  being  no  further  nominations.  President  Taliaferro  declared  nominations 
closed. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Paterson  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RnSOLUriON  1982-3:   Election  of  Vice  President 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  re-elect  Coiimiissioncr 
Dmitri  Vedensky  as  Vice  President. 

President  Taliaferro  turned  tlie  meeting  over  to  Couunissioner  Swig,  the  new  Coimuis- 
sion  President. 

President  Swiy  thanked  the  Coiiuiiiss loners  for  tiie  nomination  and  tiicLr  confidence. 
She  acknowledged  that  former  President  Taliaferro  had  placed  a  tremendous 
responsibility  on  the  position.   Not  for  one  moment,  she  said,  could  she  imagine 
fulfilling  the  time  element  that  he  had  given  to  the  office.  He  had  been  creative 
in  expanding  and  maintaining  the  Commission's  programs  and  she  pledged  to  continue 
the  fight  to  maintain  the  Commission's  jurisdiction.   She  urged  her  colleagues  to 
fight  along  side  her,  because  there  is  strength  in  numbers.   She  expressed  her 
hope  that  each  commissioner  would  do  more  than  before  to  maintain  the  programs,  and 
that  the  members  she  would  ask  to  serve  on  the  committees  would  accept  and  help. 

The  President  said  she  had  told  the  Mayor  that,  unlike  other  commissions  in  the 
City,  the  Art  Commission  not  only  provides  services  but  it  has  been  given  the  task 
of  raising  monies  which  she  felt  was  not  the  Commission's  role  as  outlined  in  the 
Charter.   This  places  another  light  on  the  Commission:   it  must  reach  out  to  the 
community  and  raise  funds.   The  President  hoped  that  each  commissioner  would  put 
out  a  network  within  the  community. 
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Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Patri  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-4:   Acknowledgement  of  former  President  Taliaferro's  Time  and  Effort 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  thank  Coimnissioner  Ray

REPORTS 

Chairman  Vedensky  referred  to  one  of  the  items  taken  off  the  Consent 
Calendar,  a  proposal  for  a  new  plaque  honoring  poet  George  Sterling,  to  be  placed 
on  the  same  site  on  Russian  Hill.   He  called  on  Mr.  Larry  Dickey  of  the  audience 
to  discuss  li  i  s  alternate  proposal. 

Mr.  Dickey  said  that  there  was  a  group  of  people  who  were  proposing  to  replace 
the  vandalized  bronze  plaque  with  another  bronze  plaque.   Wliile  tlie  group  was 
offering  to  pay  $150,  Mr.  Dickey  claimed  that  a  bronze  replica  could  not  be  obtained 
for  under  $700.   He  did  not  recommend  the  use  of  bronze  because  it  would  be  in  an 
isolated  park  subject  to  vandalism  and  theft;  like  its  predecessor,  it  too  could 
be  stolen,  melted  down,  and  sold  on  the  streets  as  belt  buckles.   Instead  of  bronze, 
he  proposed  (and  showed  the  Commission)  a  photo  of  the  original  plaque  laminated  in 
plastic  and  covered  with  a  layer  of  amber-colored  plexiglass.   He  said  it  would 
be  less  apt  to  attract  vandals.   Ho  said  liis  "plaque"  was  already  paid  for,  and 
if  the  City  did  not  want  to  cover  the  cost  of  installing  it,  he  would  be  glad  to 
install  it. 

President  Swig  asked  Mr.  Dickey  why  his  proposed  "plaque"  would  be  less  attractive 
to  vandals.   Mr.  Dickey  replied  that  it  was  not  an  attraction  to  be  molted  down. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  said  that  the  plastic  itself  would  attract  vandalism.  He 
referred  to  the  group  who  offered  to  pay  $150  for  a  bronze  replacement  and  recom- 
mended approval  of  the  bronze  plaque. 

Commissioner  Goerner  said  he  received  a  communication  from  the  group  fostering 
bronze  who  also  requested  that  the  former  plaque's  quoted  lines  be  changed  to 
another  Sterling  verse.   They  said  that  the  original  was  from  Sterling's  ode  to 
Shelley;  whereas  his  verse  incorporating  the  works  "cool  gray  city"  would  he  more 
appropriate  as  his  homage  to  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Dickey  said  he  did  not  agree,  and  that  it  would  not  be  what  Sterling's  friends 
would  have  wanted. 

Coimnissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner La  Rocca  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-19:   Approval  of  new  bronze  plaque  for  George  Sterling 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  a  new  bronze 
plaque  in  honor  of  poet  George  Sterling,  as  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Don  Herron  and  Bill  Kostura,  with  the  submitted  change  of  text, 
for  replacement  at  the  original  site  of  the  former  plaque  on 
Russian  Hill. 

Regarding  the  other  Civic  Design  item  removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar  ("Sidewalk 
Benches  at  Third  5  Market  Streets),  this  item  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  at  its  meeting  on  18  January  1982. 
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Moscone  Joint  Committee:   Chairman  Vedensky 

Chairman  Vedensky  gave  an  update  on  the  Arneson  and  Porter  contracts.   Kathcrinc 
Porter  had  written  the  Art  Commission  that  she  refused  to  change  her  work.   Chair- 
man Vedensky  stated  that  the  Committee  has  yet  to  discuss  her  position,  though 
it  is  anticipated  that  she  will  be  asked  to  present  another  proposal  before  any 
decision  to  terminate  her  contract  is  reached.   Her  contract  was  extended  until 
the  end  of  January  1982. 

In  reference  to  the  Arneson  contract.  Chairman  Vedensky  reported  that  a  meeting 
was  being  organized  to  discuss  the  status  and  seek  alternative  solutions,   llic 
legal  status  is  such  that  the  Art  Commission  has  a  monetary  investment,  and  it  is 
presumed  that  Arneson  will  have  to  return  the  money  to  retain  exclusive  title  to 
his  piece.   Although  the  work  was  rejected,  Arneson's  contract  has  neither  been 
extended  nor  cancelled. 

Airport  Joint  Committee:   Chairman  Vedensky 

Chairman  Vedensky  reported  that  the  Committee  is  exploring  the  purchase  of  a 
painting  by  Robert  Hudson  and  a  sculpture  by  Manuel  Neri.  The  Committee  had 
requested  a  conservator's  report  on  projected  maintenance  costs  of  the  Hudson 
prior  to  further  discussion  of  its  purchase. 

Chairman  Vedensky  also  stated  that  if  the  Hudson  were  purchased,  it  would  be 
located  where  the  Lane  and  Smith  paintings  are  currently.   Iliese  would  then  be 
relocated  to  another  area  in  the  North  Terminal .   In  regards  to  these  kinds  of 
changes  in  plan.  Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-20:   Airport  Joint  Committee  Policy  Statement 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee policy  recognizing  that  changes  in  the  Airport's  overall 
design  scheme  may  necessitate  relocation  and  other  changes  in  the 
permanent  collection  of  the  Airport  Art  Enrichment  Program. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  referred  to  the  legislation  approved  by  the  Airport  Joint 
Committee  which  would  allow  the  Art  Commission  to  sell  or  exchange  art  works,  or 
reproductions  thereof,  under  its  jurisdiction.  As  both  amendments  affect  the 
Commission's  programs,  he  invited  questions  or  suggestions  for  discussion  prior 
to  the  Commission's  approval  on  1  February.   President  Swig  asked  if  the  legislation 
created  a  special  fund  for  Art  Commission  monies,  and  Chairman  Vedensky  confirmed 
that  it  does  establish  a  fund  for  any  proceeds  realized  through  the  amendments 
to  existing  legislation. 

Chairman  Vedensky  stated  that  after  hearing  a  report  given  by  Fred  Eversley  relating 
to  his  art  work  and  a  new  proposal  for  a  multiple  resin  piece,  the  committee 
reopened  the  design  concept  of  this  project  and  asked  Mr.  Eversley  to  re-think  tlie 
project  and  to  take  into  consideration  the  problems  with  dust  and  maintenance.   He 
will  be  considering  different  materials  such  as  metals  and  lazars  as  well  as  resin. 
Mr.  Eversley  is  expected  to  contact  the  Art  Commission  and  Joint  Committee  by  the 
end  of  January  regarding  a  different  design  proposal. 

A  proposal  to  redesign  the  lounge  where  Mark  Adams  tapestries  are  to  be  installed 
was  presented  by  Chairman  Vedensky,  who  explained  that  the  new  design  for  an 
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exhibition  wall  was  necessitated  by  the  high  degree  of  exposure  to  ultraviolet 
light.  A  test  had  been  made  using  acrylic  as  a  potential  cover  in  conjunction 
with  the  present  sites,  however,  the  reflection  was  extremely  distracting.   As  a 
result  the  proposal  calls  for  a  wall  designed  in  a  gently  curving  arc  which  would 
contain  the  existing  post;  this  would  essentially  divide  the  lounge  into  three 
spaces.   All  three  tapestries  would  hang  side  by  side  facing  the  passenger  walk- 
ways instead  of  facing  the  windows,  making  the  art  works  much  more  prominent  and 
accessible  to  a  larger  audience. 

Mark  Adams  had  mentioned  that  this  new  idea  would  make  a  difference  in  the  size 
and  design  of  the  last  tapestry.   Chairman  Vedensky  stated  that  no  firm  conclusion 
regarding  the  exhibition  wall  had  been  reached.   It  is  under  study  presently  by 
Airport  Operations  :ind  lingi noeri ng. 


Visual  Arts  Committee:   Chairman  Swig 

REQUEST  FOR  PROJECT  APPROVAL/WAVE  ORGAN  BY  PETER  RICHARDS:   A  presentation  by  the 
artist  of  his  work.  Wave  Organ,  proposed  for  installation  on  the  lee  end  of  the 
Marina  Yacht  Harbor  jetty,  included  sound  recordings  taped  from  a  1981  prototype 
and  a  blueprint  of  the  installation  and  site.   The  permanent  installation  of  Wave 
Organ  calls  for  a  series  of  PVC  pipes,  whose  acoustic  properties  are  activated  by 
wave  and  tide  motion  to  be  installed  in  and  on  the  jetty  at  various  elevations 
or  patios  constructed  from  ferro  cement  and  lined  with  cobblestone  or  existing 
rubble  so  as  to  blend  into  the  environment.   These  'patios'  may  be  reached  by  a 
stairway.  The  artist  stated  that  the  piece  should  last  permanently. 

The  Exploratorium  (project  sponsor)  has  agreed  to  accept  responsibility  for  upkeep 
and  restoration  of  the  site  to  its  original  state,  should  it  become  necessary. 
Approval  has  also  been  given  to  the  project  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Coimnission. 
Director  Ellison  requested  the  artist  to  provide  a  copy  of  the  approval  to  the 
Commission.   Members  of  the  Civic  Design  Committee  reviewed  the  material  presented 
and  gave  their  approval  of  the  work  and  commended  the  artist  on  his  proposal. 

Upon  completion  the  Wave  Organ  will  be  connected  via  phone  line  to  the  Exploratorium 
and  possibly  Fort  Mason  so  that  it  may  transmit  it's  'music' 

President  Swig  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission:

President  Swig  requested  Commissioner  La  Rocca  to  present  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
recommendations,  which  he  did  in  the  course  of  outlining  the  following  projects: 

S.F.  Water  Department /Mi librae  Suburban  Facility:  The  artist.  Carmen  Lomas  Garza,

Narcissus  Quagllata/Request  for  Contract  Extension  and  Design  Modification  for 
Stained  Glass  Window  Series  to  be  Installed  at  the  North  Shore  Pump  Stntion:   Wiien 
completed  and  installed  the  work  will  consist  of  twelve  individual  window  components 
which  comprise  a  total  window  installation  which  measures  8'  x  22' .   Modifications 
in  design  requested  relate  to  changes  necessitated  by  the  technical  infeasibi lity 
of  the  original  design  and  those  which  occured  during  the  creative  process  of 
producing  sections  of  hand-rolled  glass  which  will  appear  in  the  upper  three  window 
sections. 

There  is  some  discussion  pending  regarding  the  responsibility  for  installation  of 
window  stops  which  will  hold  the  windows  in  position.   Until  this  situation  is 
resolved  the  windows  cannot  be  installed.

'JTie  Commissioner  said  that  Mr.  Gonzalez  had  been  very 
influential  to  many  artists  and  expressed  his  hope  that  a  way  would  be  found  to 
have  some  of  Mr.  Gonzalez's  work  placed  in  the  City  Collection. 

President  Swig  suggested  that  a  letter  be  sent,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  to 

Mr.  Gonzalez's  family,  in  order  to  coordinate  an  exhibition  at  some  time  during  tlie  year, 

SAN  FRANCISCO  FAIR  5  EXPOSITION: 

President  Swig  briefly  reported  on  the  13  January  1982  meeting  with  San  Francisco 
Fair  and  Exposition  Director,  David  Glotzer.   Mr.  Glotzer  is  in  the  final  stages 
of  formulating  a  proposal  for  the  cooperative  effort  planned  between  the  Commission 
and  the  l-'air,  to  produce  tlie  Art  portion  of  the  Exposition.   'I'lie  proposal,  when 
released,  will  contain  budget  and  art  work  categories  information.   It  is  hoped 
that  when  the  budget  is  announced,  monies  will  be  available  to  finance  a  position 
of  Festival  coordinator;  recommendations  for  this  position  are  nor  being  entertained. 

Plans  are  to  include  the  Award  of  Honor  program  as  in  the  1981  Art  Festival,  and 
Mr,  Glotzer  has  requested  that  names  of  prospective  individuals  be  submitted  and 
that  members  of  the  community  also  be  involved  in  this  submittal  process. 

Mr.  Glotzer  is  working  in  concert  with  Henry  Hopkins  to  determine  jurors  and  prizes 
offered,  this  material  will  be  included  within  the  forthcoming  report. 

Director  1:11  ison  reported  that  l^on  Solem  Associates  had  been  chosen  to  handle  the 
Fair's  publicity,  and  that  FM  Productions  would  handle  the  display. 

President  Swig  said  tiiat  at  the  meeting  there  had  been  discussion  of  entry  fees, 
judging  of  categories,  prizes  and  amounts,  formats  for  awards,  and  invited  artists. 
Business  people  will  be  asked  to  join  the  committee. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  American  Express  was  prepared  to  help  again  and 
were  waiting  to  hear  what  the  Art  Commission  wanted  to  do. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  about  honorary  categories.   President  Swig  replied  that 
the  public  will  be  invited  to  submit  nominations.   Director  Ellison  reported  that 
she  had  discussed  the  Festival  with  John  Kriedler  of  the  San  Francisco  Foundation 
who  had  expressed  interest  in  providing  some  funding  for  tiiis  project  —  possibly 
for  the  coordinator's  salary.   A  proposal  is  to  be  prepared  by  Director  Ellison. 

President  Swig  invited  the  Commissioners  to  submit,  to  the  Committee,  names  of 
persons  they  knew  will  who  would  fill  the  job  of  coordinator. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Taliaferro 

No  further  report. 

Music  Committee:   Chairman  Alley 

Chairman  Alley  referred  to  the  tentative  budget  of  the  Pops,  as  submitted  by  Director 
Ellison.   Chairman  Alley  expressed  his  concern  over  the  delay  in  finalizing  the 
Pops  program;  a  decision  is  awaited  from  the  Mayor. 

President  Swig  asked  for  clarification  on  the  allocation  for  the  Pops  concerts.   Com- 
missioner Taliaferro  replied  that  the  Charter  provides  for  one-tenth  of  one  percent 
ad  valorem  taxes  to  come  to  the  Art  Commission  in  support  of  a  sympliony.   Over  tlie 
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years  the  Art  Commission  has  hired  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  Init  legally  it  docs 
not  have  to.   It  could  hire  another  symphony. 

Director  Bllison  said  that  this  year  one-tenth  of  one  percent  will  amount  to 
approximately  $250,000. 

President  Swig  said  she  senses  a  feeling  of  an  attempt  to  coordinate  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony  Association  into  the  Pops.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated 
that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  Symphony  Association  met  with  the  Mayor, 
cited  last  year's  mediocre  Pops  season,  and  requested  that  the  money  go  to  tlie 
Symphony.   'ITie  Mayor  told  Commissioner  Taliaferro  that  she  had  a  compromise  proposal. 
He  sees  this  as  a  problem  in  the  erosion  of  the  Art  Commission's  autliority  in  one 
of  its  programs. 

Director  Ellison  said  it  was  hoped  that  the  revenues  would  be  used  to  maintain  the 
Commission's  programs. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  presently  the  Art  Commission  programs  the  Pops 
and  this  job  should  continue  under  the  Commission's  jurisdiction.   If  the  Sympliony 
should  program  the  Pops,  the  Commission  would  have  a  difficult  time  living  up  to 
its  responsibility  of  providing  "pops"  to  the  public.   President  Swig  agreed  that 
the  programming  was  highly  important  for  the  Commission's  credibility. 

President  Swig  stated  that  a  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  19  January  1982, 
with  the  Mayor;  she  further  stated  that  she  would  like  the  Music  Committee  in 
attendance.  The  President  asked  that,  before  the  meeting,  the  Committee  members 
meet  with  her  at  2:00  in  the  Commission's  gallery.   The  members  agreed. 

Director  Ellison  clarified  that  the  Commission's  contract  with  the  Symphony  is  not 
just  for  the  services  of  musicians  but  also  for  those  of  stagehands,  ushers,  box 
office  personnel,  etc. 

State  and  Local  Partnership  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Mayer 

Chairman  Mayer  reported  that  the  Advisory  Task  Force  met  on  7  January  1982  and  are 
working  on  the  Nominating  Committee.   Their  next  meeting  will  be  on  25  January  1982 
at  5:00  p.m. ,  Fort  Mason,  Room  C215. 

The  Chairman  said  it  was  impressive  to  see,  at  the  meeting,  people  who  came  from  a 
wide  spectrum  of  arts  in  the  City.   He  said  staff  was  developing  information  to 
fulfill  requirements  imposed  in  the  contract  on  the  State  ij  Local  Partnership  Program 
so  that  it  will  be  completed  by  the  March  deadline. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Taliaferro 

Director  Ellison  requested  authorization  to  use  American  Express  money  on  a  monthly 
basis  to  cover  the  various  salaries  at  the  cultural  centers  until  the  Commission 
receives  NEA  money.   This  request  was  outlined  in  the  N.A.P.  Director's  report 
mailed  to  the  Coirniiissioners  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Alley  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 
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RESOLUTION  1982-28:   American  Express  Funding 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  expenditure  of 
the  American  Express  monies  as  outlined  in  the  January  1982  N.A.P. 
Director's  Report. 

Director  Ellison  requested  authorization  to  apply  to  the  Hotel  Tax  for  $250,000 
for  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  for  FY  1982-82. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RliSOLUriON  1982-29:   Rcgucsl  for  Hotel  Tax  l-unding  fur  N.A.P.  for  l-Y  1982-82 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Director 
to  apply  for  Hotel  Tax  funding  for  the  N.A.P.  for  FY  1982-85  in 
the  amount  of  $250,000. 

NEW  Commissioner  Patri  voiced  a  feeling  that  most  of  the  citizenry  did 

BUSINESS      not  know  what  the  Art  Commission  does.   Since  this  is  the  Commission's 

fiftieth  year,  and  since  one  of  its  tasks  is  to  raise  funds,  the 
Commissioner  suggested  the  establishment  of  a  special  committee  to  re-educate  tlie 
citizens  and  the  corporate  conmiunity.   He  suggested  that  the  conmiittee  be  chaired 
by  Commissioner  Taliaferro.   President  Swig  asked  that  Commissioners  Patri  and 
Taliaferro  bring  some  concrete  suggestions  to  tl\c  next  meeting. 

President  Swig  reported  that  Friends  of  the  Arts  is  still  struggling  to  make 
contacts  in  tlie  conununity,  primarily  for  N.A.P.   They  have  been  tliinking  of  an  event 
at  one  of  the  cultural  centers,  as  well  as  a  dinner  afterwards.   Tliey  could  also 
do  something  at  the  Pops . 

Commissioner  Patri  reiterated  his  suggestion  that  there  be  a  standing  coiiunittee  of 
the  Conunission,  concerned  with  fund-raising. 

President  Swig  infomicd  the  Commissioners  that  Conmiissioner  Blanclic  Brown  had 
indicated  that  she  did  not  want  to  be  reappointed.  The  Commission  will  have  to  look 
for  a  new  member  of  the  Dance  discipline.   'Hie  President  recommended  a  change  of 
the  guidelines  to  allow  for  a  person  who  could  be  either  a  dancer,  a  dance  patron, 
or  a  person  who  maintains  a  dance  program — possibly  one  who  has  a  network  in  the 
community  and  can  assist  the  Commission  in  raising  funds  for  all  of  its  programs. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  said  that  the  Commissioners  should  not  have  to  be  concerned 
only  in  terms  of  raising  money;  they  should  remain  a  commission  of  experts. 

President  Swig  stressed  that  they  seek  people  who  have  both  expertise  and  a  network 
for  fund-raising. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  said  that  the  Conmiission  should  maintain  representatives 
who  are  active  in  dance  and  theatre,  who  are  not  just  afficianados.  Ideally,  he 
said,  it  would  be  best  to  have  a  dancer  and  fund-raiser. 

President  Swig  said  that  the  criteria  could  be  applied  in  its  broadest  context 
to  consider  even  a  retired  dancer. 

Director  Ellison  said  that,  as  Commissioner  Brown's  term  had  expired  that  day, 
the  Commission  should  seek  nominations  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Commissioner  Taliaferro  informed  the  Commissioners  that  he  had  six  public 
service  spots  available  to  him  to  broadcast  from  his  radio  station;   he  would 
be  happy  to  use  them  to  generate  funds  for  the  Commission. 

President  Swig  suggested  that, as  she  would  not  be  able  to  attend  a  February  1st 
meeting,  the  next  Commission  meeting  should  be  called  for  February  8  at  2:00pm. 
This  would  also  allow  more  time  for  staff  preparation. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Patri  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Commission.

HISTORY  OF  CALIFORNIA  WATER 

A  brief  narrative  for  a  series  of  eight  paintings  to  be  installed  in  the 
Mlllbrae  Suburban  Facility  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

1.  California  Native  Americans'  use  of  water  based  on  the  Southern  Sierra 
Mivok.   The  scene  will  be  at  a  river  side  where  a  man  is  fishing  from 
a  pier  made  of  poles,  women  will  be  carrying  water,  etc. 

2.  Missionaries'  use  of  water  based  on  a  generalized  version  of  Northern 
California  Missions.   The  scene  will  be  men  making  adobe  bricks  and 
constructing  additional  rooms  near  the  church.  Gardens  will  be  visible 
in  the  background -and  an  aquaduct  or  a  well. 

3.  Miners'  use  of  water  based  on  the  '49ers  of  Sonora.   This  scene  willr 
be  at  a  riverside  with  a  diverse  group  of  people  using  the  early 
methods  of  mining  with  the  aid  of  water. 

4.  Early  San  Francisco  (more  research  to  be  done  for  details) 

5.  The  farmers'  use  of  water  (more  research  to  be  done  for  details) 

6.  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  before  1930  (more  research  to  be  done) 

7.  The  construction  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam.   This  scene  will  be  at  the  time 
when  the  dam  was  almost  complete.   (The  painting  may  contain  an  oval  inset 
which  will  be  a  zoom- in  on  some  the  construction  and  the  men.) 

8.  Map  of  the  water  route  from  Hetch  Hetchy  to  San  Francisco.   The  map 
will  be  a  generalization  of  the  points  in  the  route  and  the  surround- 
ing terrain- based  on  a  map  provided  by  the  Mlllbrae  Facility. 

Each  painting  will  have  a  brief  statement  on  the  bottom  in  calligraphy. 
Approximate  size:  3'  X  4'  horizontal  (#8  will  be  slightly  longer) 
Media:  Acrylic  on  masonite 

Each  painting  will  be  framed  in  wood  of  a  similar  color  as  the  wood  in 
the  Mlllbrae  Facility  and  will  be  ready  to  hang.

The  theme  for  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Care  Center  mural  is 
the  cycle  of  life  with  its  emphasis  on  the  relationship  of  youth 
to  old  age  and  the  continuity  of  generations.   Since  the  mural  wall 
faces  Clementina  Towers,  a  senior  housing  development,  and  St  Patrick's 
tends  young  children,  the  "cycle  of  life"  theme  was  chosen  as  the 
most  appropriate  to  the  environment.   The  mural  Ccin  serve  as  a 
visual  focal  point  for  both  the  seniors  and  the  children,  bringing 
greater  av/areness  to  the  connection  between  them.   The  theme  is 
also  relevant  to  the  largely  Asian  population  of  the  area  due  to  the 
cultural  value  placed  on  the  extended  family.

President  Swig  referred  the  Commissioners  to  page  10,  paragraphs  D 
and  E  of  the  Art  Commission  minutes  for  15  January  1982.   She  reminded 
the  Commissioners  that  it  has  been  solely  within  the  province  of  the  Art  Commission 
to  establish  and  oversee  the  process  whereby  Award  of  Honor  recipients  are  annually 
selected  and  recognized  in  conjunction  with  the  Arts  Festival.

Chairman  Vedensky  introduced  Barry  von  Hungen  Groth,  Bureau  of  Archi- 
tecture, for  purposes  of  making  a  presentation  to  the  Commissioners  on  ramps  for  the 
handicapped  at  City  Hall. 

Mr.  von  Hungen  Groth  alluded  to  the  Commission's  prior  approvals  of  Phases  I/II/III 
for  a  scheme  to  make  City  Hall  accessible  to  the  handicapped  on  the  Polk  Street  side, 
which  scheme  has  been  set  aside  for  lack  of  sufficient  funds  to  execute  it. 

The  new  proposal  calls  for  construction  of  a  walkway  with  an  approach  from  the  north 
on  the  Van  Ness  Avenue  side  of  City  Hall.   Mr.  von  Hungen  Groth  highlighted  the 
fairly  extensive  presentation  he  had  made  on  this  new  scheme  at  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  meeting  on  18  January  1982:   viz., 

a.  there  being  a  6'  difference  in  grade  on  the  Van  Ness  side  of  City  Hall  between 
McAllister  and  Grove  Streets,  a  walkway  approaching  from  the  north  (McAllister 
St.)  would  be  virtually  level  by  line  with  the  top  entry  pediment  to  the  building; 

b.  the  walkway,  with  granite  coping  over-all  and  a  bronze  hand-rail,  would  be 
obscured  by  shrubbery  3 '6"  behind  and  somewhat  lower  in  front; 

c.  the  walkway  itself  would  extend  halfway  across  the  facade  of  the  building  and 
approach  the  Van  Ness  sidewalk  between  existing  trees; 

d.  of  several  possible  sub- schemes  for  direct  entry  to  the  building,  the  Landmarks 
Preservation  Commission  preferred  replacing  the  center  revolving  doors  with

recessed  double  power-activated  doors  and  an  elongated  entry  passage- 
because  this  alteration  to  the  building  could  be  reversed.

Several  Commissioners  expressed  a  concern — implicit  from  Mr.  von  Hungen  Groth's 
comments — that  this  current  scheme  might  only  be  executed  under  current  funding 
available  if  the  landscaping  is  considered  additive.

Upon  enquiry  from  the  Commission  and  an  unidentified  concerned  citizen  present  on 
extant  laws  requiring  handicapped  access  to  public  buildings,  City  Architect  Norman 
Karasik  clarified  that  multiple  laws  exist  requiring  handicapped  access  to  federal 
and  state  funded  programs — several  of  which  are  housed  in  City  Hall.   He  further 
indicated  that  access  must  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  general  public  and  can 
not  be  a  segregated  entryway. 

Mr.  Karasik  went  on  to  confirm,  for  several  concerned  citizens  present,  that  tl\e 
south  side  (Grove  Street)  entrance  had  been  seriously  explored  as  a  possibility  for 
this  project.   He  outlined  one  of  the  problems  with  the  Grove  Street  entrance  to  be 
its  obscurity  from  street  level  that,  even  with  adequate  lighting  at  night,  would 
encourage  vagrancy  and  potential  crime.

Robert  Arneson  Work:   Chairman  Vedensky  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Moscone 

Joint  Committee  had  met  to  consider  further  and  final  disposition 
of  the  Robert  Arneson  sculpture  that  had  been  commissioned  for  the  Moscone  Center. 

Chairman  Vedensky  further  indicated  that  the  Committee  voted:

County  of  San  Francisco),  and.  .  .respectfully  decline(s)  to  modify  the  design 
of  the  piece"; 

4.  the  Committee  is  disposed  toward  a  return  of  the  artist's  advance  of  $19,000.00 — 
but,  in  a  letter  to  the  City  Attorney  dated  19  February  1982,  seeks  advice  on 

a  legal  resolution  of  the  matter; 

5.  the  Director,  in  a  letter  to  the  artist  dated  22  February  1982 — seeking  to  amicably 
resolve  the  situation, — again  suggested  that  the  artist  consider  elimination  of 
the  work's  border  that  was  not  contracted  for  o  r  the  refund  of  the  $19,000.00 
advanced  to  the  artist. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  cautioned  the  Commissioners  regarding  the  inadvisability  of 
initiating  a  new  competition  for  the  space,  should  Ms.  Porter  choose  to  refund  her 
advance. 

Both  President  Swig  and  Commissioner  Vedensky  indicated  that  any  alternative  selection 
would  more  appropriately  come  from  a  recommendation  of  the  Moscone  Joint  Conmiittcc.

1.  "Genslcr  5  Associates  will  identify  and  recommend  specific  sites  in  the  Central 
Terminal  for  art  embellishment; 

2.  "(The  Airport)  Joint  Committee  will  provide  artists'  names  for  consideration,  in 
addition  to  those  recommended  by  Gensler  ^  Associates; 

3.  "Genslcr  5  Associates  will  recommend  three  artists  for  each  purchase  or  commis- 
sion; 

4.  "The  (Airport)  Joint  Committee  will  make  final  selections,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Art  and  Airport  Commissions  in  early  May  (1982)." 

Chairman  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Nemerovski.  At  this  point.  President  Swig  recognized  Commissioner  Mayer  for 
discussion  on  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Mayer — avering  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee  and  the  Commission  should, 
indeed,  take  full  advantage  of  Gensler  S  Associates'  expertise  in  these  matters — 
nonetheless  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  ultimate  and  final  decision  concerning 
selections  of  art  works  lies  solely  within  the  province  of  the  Art  Conmiission. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  informed  the  Commissioners  that,  although  Genslcr  il  Associates 
have  produced  an  art  plan,  it  is  nevertheless  understood  that  it  represents  tiieir 
recommendations  to  the  Joint  Committee.   Chairman  Vedensky  further  states  the 
proposal  was  optimistic  and  would  probably  involve  fewer  sites  due  to  the  cost  of 
art  on  the  current  market. 

President  Swig  reaffirmed  the  notion  that  the  Art  Commission  is  most  concerned  to 
preserve  and  protect  the  probity  of  the  selection  process  concerning  all  Art  Hnrich- 
ment  projects.   The  President  acknowledged  that,  while  the  proposal  seemed  well 
researched,  it  was  important  for  the  Art  Program  at  the  Central  Terminal  to  go  beyond 
the  decorative  integration  of  art  works. 

Commissioner  Mayer  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  a  special  written  agreement — 
reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney  for  its  legality — was  formulated  to  specifically  empower 
the  Airport  Joint  Committee  to  deal  with  Art  Enrichment  in  the  North  Terminal.   Mr. 
Mayer  suggested  that  the  Joint  Committee  and  the  Art  Commission  might  be  acting 
somewhat  illegally  in  proceeding  with  an  Art  Enrichment  Program  at  the  Central  Terminal 
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Airport  Joint  Committee  (re:   Central  Terminal  Policy):   (continued) 

without  a  similar  agreement  reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office.  And  he  suggested 
that  such  an  agreement  be  drawn  up  and  reviewed  by  appropriate  authority. 

Chairman  Vcdensky  addressed  this  issue  by  reminding  Commissioner  Mayer  that: 

1.  while  the  Airport  Art  Enrichment  agreement  is  specific  to  projects  at  the  North 
Terminal,  it  should  be  taken — in  its  intent — as  comprehensive  with  regard  to  all 
Art  Enrichment  projects  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and 

2.  given  the  fact  that  the  Art  Commission  is  empowered  by  the  City  Charter  to  oversee 
the  purchase,  installation  and  maintenance  of  all  public  art  in  the  City  §  County 
of  San  Francisco,  a  separate  agreement  relative  to  the  Central  Terminal  would  be 
superfluous. 

President  Swig  drew  discussion  to  a  close  and  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  motion,  that 
was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-86:   Central  Terminal  Art  Enrichment  Program 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  amended  text 
of  the  Policy  governing  Art  Enrichment  at  the  Central  Terminal  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport — which  amended  text  is  incorporated 
by  reference  in  the  minutes  of  the  Art  Commission  (dated  1  March  1982) . 

Fred  Eversley  Work/Design  Change  and  Contract  Extension:  Chairman  Vedensky  indicated 

to  the  Commissioners  that 
the  Committee  is  seeking  approval  for  a  design  change  for  the  Fred  Eversley  work  to 
be  installed  in  the  North  Terminal.   Mr.  Vedensky  noted  that  Mr.  Eversley  is  being 
asked  to  submit  a  new  budget;  and  a  model  of  the  new  design  was  passed  amongst  the 
Commissioners  for  their  purview. 

Chairman  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Conmiissioncr 
Nemerovski  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-87:   Fred  Eversley  Work  for  North  Terminal/Design  Change 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  design  change 
for  the  Fred  Eversley  work  to  be  installed  in  the  North  Terminal  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  —  subject  to  approval  of  tlie  budget 
for  this  work  by  the  Joint  Committee. 

Commissioner  Mayer  alluded  to  engineering  problems  that  made  it  impossible  to  execute 
Mr.  Eversley' s  first  model.   Further,  the  Commissioner: 

1.  expressed  concern  over  the  Committee's  recommendation  of  the  same  artist  for  a 
second  try  at  this  project; 

2.  expressed  concern  over  ongoing  engineering  problems  with  untested  materials  for 
this  project  —  particularly  with  regard  to  the  lack  of  assurances  concerning  tlie 
durability  and  safety  of  the  work; 
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3.  expressed  specific  concern  over  the  fact  that  the  announced  durability  of 
adhesive  materials  to  be  used  in  the  new  design  was  said  to  be  35-40  years; 

4.  expressed  specific  concern  over  the  fact  that,  while  the  artist's  budget  for 
the  original  sculpture  came  in  at  $146,.800.00,  the  projected  budget  for  the 
new  work  is  $220,000. 

In  sum.  Commissioner  Mayer  implored  the  Commission  to  pay  no  more  money  to  the  artist 
until  the  new  work  is  completed  and  inspected  in  the  artist's  studio. 

Discussion  ensued  amongst  the  Commissioners  during  which  Commissioner  Mayer  was 
assured  that: 

1.  the  artist  will  be  working  closely  with  Airport  engineers  to  insure  the  safety, 
durability,  and  permanency  of  the  new  design; 

2.  the  announced  life-span  durability  of  adhesive  materials  to  be  used  in  the  new 
design  (i.e.,  35-40  years)  was  pure  speculation,  since  there  has  been  no  concrete, 
tabulatable  experience  with  these  new  materials; 

3.  the  inability  to  engineer  the  original  design  could  not  be  projected  at  its 
inception  and,  therefore,  in  good  faith  the  artist  deserves  another  try; 

4.  the  safcty/durability/inflation  factors  account  for  a  projected  higher  budget 
for  the  new  design;  and 

5.  finally,  the  artist  would  not  be  paid  additional  monies  until  the  new  design  is 
completed  and  inspected. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Nemcrovski  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-88:   Fred  Eversley  Work  for  North  Terminal/Contract  Extension 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  a. contract 
extension  for  artist  Fred  Eversley  to  complete  his  new  design 
for  the  North  Terminal  through  August  1982. 

Visual  Arts  Committee:   Chairman  La  Rocca 

Chairman  La  Rocca  informed  the  Commissioners  that  there  would  be  a  Public  Information 
Meeting  on  the  upcoming  Arts  Festival,  in  conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco  Fair  § 
Exposition,  on  16  March  1982  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the  Commissioners  Room  of  the  Public 
Library  (Main  Branch/Civic  Center  Plaza).  The  Commissioners  were  encouraged  to  attend. 

Upon  enquiry  from  President  Swig,  it  was  made  known  that  the  meeting  will  be  advertised 
through  extant  mailing  lists,  public  broadcasting,  and  the  local  newspapers. 

Discussion  ensued  on  fees  to  enter  the  Moscone  Center  for  the  San  Francisco  Fair  5 
Exposition,  of  which  the  Annual  Arts  Festival  will  be  part.   President  Swig  submitted 
the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously 
approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 
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Visual  Arts  Committee  (re:   S.F.  Fair  entrance  fees):   (continued) 

RESOLUTION  1982-89:   Elimination  of  Entrance  Fee  to  S.P.  Fair  for  Artist-Participants 

in  Annual  Arts  Festival 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  elimination 
of  the  mandatory  entrance  fee  to  the  first  annual  San  Francisco  Fair 
&  Exposition  for  artists  accepted  for  §  participating  in  the  36th 
Annual  Arts  Festival,  which  is  being  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Fair. 

Further  concerning  the  Festival,  Director  Ellison  informed  tlio  Conuuissioncrs  that 
the  project  proceeds  well:  viz.,  a  preliminary  budget  and  a  format  have  been  worked 
out;  handling  procedures  for  the  art  work  to  be  judged  are  being  developed;  jurying 
categories  have  been  settled  upon  (Crafts,  Fine  Arts,  §  Photography);  and  Pier  45 
has  been  secured  as  a  staging  area  for  receiving  the  art  works  and  judging  them. 

Commissioner  La  Rocca  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  is  recommending 
for  approval  a  list  of  individuals  to  serve  as  Art  Festival  Jurors  (as  noted  in  the 
Committee's  Minutes  for  19  February  1982).   President  Swig  suggested  that  the 
following  names  be  added  to  the  list:   Pierre  Oproxis,  Steven  White,  Carrol  Systen, 
and  Hilton  Cramer. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Nemerovski  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-90:   36th  Annual  Arts  Festival  Jurors 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  list  of  jurors 
for  the  36th  Annual  Arts  Festival  (as  recommended  by  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  in  their  minutes  of  19  February  1982) ;  and  further  approves 
additions  to  the  list  of  jurors  recommended  by  President  Swig  (incorpor- 
ated by  reference  in  the  minutes  of  this  proceeding) . 

Commissioner  La  Rocca  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  has 
been  meeting  regularly  every  other  Friday  at  Fort  Mason  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
hammering  out  an  Art  Enrichment  document  entitled,  "Policies  and  Procedures  for  Art 
Enrichment  in  the  City  S  County  of  San  Francisco."  Mr.  La  Rocca  indicated  that  the 
project  is  moving  into  its  final  stages,  and  that  the  Committee  would  continue  to 
meet  to  bring  it  to  closure.  He  invited  the  other  Commissioners  to  attend  future 
meetings  on  this  project. 

Commissioner  Mayer  informed  the  Commissioners  that  a  new  non-profit  group  has  been 
organized  for  the  stated  purpose  of  promoting,  purchasing,  and  placing  works  of  art 
in  public  places.   The  Commissioner  indicated  that  the  group,  "Public  Sculpture/Public 
Sites,"  is  seeking  an  endorsement  for  its  work  from  the  Art  Comjnission — and  he 
proceeded  to  submit  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-91:   Endorsement  of  "Public  Sculpture/Public  Sites" 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission — in  recognition  of  the  significant  public 
benefit  afforded  to  the  City  5  County  of  San  Francisco  by  the  project 
"Public  Sculpture/Public  Sites" — hereby  offers  its  endorsement  and  best 
wishes  for  the  success  of  this  innovative  art  program. 
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Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  (Arts  Festival):   President  Swig  informed  the  Commis- 
sioners that  a  very  successful 
luncheon  was  held  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  on  18  February  1982  for  purposes  of  re-engaging 
the  corporate  support  launched  last  year  to  assist  the  production  of  the  annual  Arts 
Festivals.   The  President  indicated  that  the  Commission  might  consider  using  members 
of  the  Business  Committee  on  other  sub-committees  of  the  Commission;  and  she  specifically 
suggested  instituting  a  "Sub-Committee  on  the  Awards  of  Honor  Gala"  to  help  plan  the 
event  that  is  traditionally  held  the  night  before  the  opening  of  the  annual  Arts 
Festival.   President  Swig  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  members  of  the  Business  Com- 
mittee have  in  the  past  been  very  generous  in  providing  monies  and  in-kind  services  to 
Art  Commission  projects. 

I'rcsidcnt  Swij>  went  on  to  tell  the  Commissioners  that,  on  a  recent  trip  to  New  York, 
she  paid  a  visit  to  American  Express  for  purposes  of  maintaining  the  very  positive 
relationship  developed  between  the  Commission  and  the  Company  last  summer.  Mrs.  Swig 
indicated  she  had  learned  of  the  appointment  of  a  new  President  for  the  West  Coast 
division  of  American  Express,  who  will  maintain  an  ongoing  relationship  with  the  Com- 
mission.  The  President  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  will  be  making  an  appoint- 
ment to  meet  this  new  contact  person,  and  she  will  make  some  recommendations. 

President  Swig,  turning  to  another  area  of  interest,  told  the  Commissioners  that  she 
had  been  approached  by  Dianna  Fuller  for  the  Commission's  assistance  in  finding  a 
showcase  in  San  Francisco  for  a  French- government  sponsored  exhibit  of  contemporary 
French  art — which  exhibit,  made  up  of  60  pieces  of  art,  is  currently  in  New  York  and 
preparing  to  go  on  national  tour.   The  President  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to  reflect 
on  possible  locations  for  this  exhibit  in  San  Francisco,  and  indicated  to  them  that 
the  Moscone  Center  was  currently  being  explored  vis-a-vis  the  annual  Arts  Festival/ 
S.F.  Fair  (i  Exhibition. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Taliaferro 

Howard  Lazar,  Director  of  the  Street  Artists  Program,  came  forward  and  detailed  for 
the  Commissioners  recommendations  made  by  his  Committee  on  1  March  1982:

Mr.  Alley  indicated  that  Edo  de  Waart,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Erich  Kunzel,  and  John  Covali 
had  been  contacted  to  conduct;  and  that  Sarah  Vaughn  and  John  Williams  had  already 
confirmed  their  appearances. 

Commissioner  Alley  further  indicated  that  the  final  evening  of  the  Pops  will  represent 
a  gala  50th  Anniversary  Party  for  the  Art  Commission.  Al  Hirt  has  been  asked  to 
conduct  for  that  evening  and  a  local  band  is  being  solicited  to  perform.   President 
Swig  indicated  that  the  Commission  might  employ  the  good  offices  of  Richard  Swig  in 
getting  Danny  Kaye  to  perform  at  the  gala. 
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COMMITTEE  RB PORTS:   (continued) 

Music  Committee  (re:   Pops):   (continued) 

Director  Ellison  noted  that  an  architect  is  working  on  the  floor  plan  to  achieve 
maximum  capacity  while  preserving  space.   She  further  noted  that  the  problem  of  coming 
up  with  a  sufficient  number  of  table  cloths  is  being  worked  on. 

State  8,   Local  Partnership  Program  Committee:  .  Chairman  Mayer 

Toinette  Laurant,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Committee,  reported  that  the  Task 
Force  formulating  the  sub-committee  had  been  very  successful  in  expanding  its  member- 
ship for  better  minority  representation.   She  indicated  that  a  final  listing  of  names 
would  be  available  to  the  Commissioners  by  the  April  meeting. 

Ms.  Laurant  went  on  to  tell  the  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  was  on  schedule  for 
the  16  March  1982  filing  (Phase  I,  items  1-6)  for  the  California  Arts  Council  grant. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Patri 

Director  Alfonso  Maciel  expanded  on  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Committee,  and 
approved  by  the  Commission  earlier  in  these  proceedings,  and  thanked  the  Commissioners 
for  their  approvals.

Director  Ellison  briefly  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Art  Commission  was  under 
a  mandate  to  submit  a  budget  proposal  for  FY  1982-83  either  in  the  same  dollar  ajnount 
as  FY  1981-82  or  $10,000.00  less.   (Should  it  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  budget  by 
$10,000.00,  the  monies  would  probably  be  eliminated  from  the  NAP  budget.) 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission:

In  this  way,  the  Finance  Committee  would  be  able  to  plan 
more  effectively. 

Further  to  this  issue,  the  Commissioner  suggested  having  a  "Round  Table  on  Finances," 
which  was  tentatively  set  for  Tuesday,  27  April  1982,  from  4:30  to  8:00  p.m.  at  the 
Commission's  gallery.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  suggested  that  members  of  the  Business 
Committee  for  the  Arts  might  be  invited  to  this — and  similar  subsequent  meetings — for 
purposes  of  sharing  their  expertise. 

OLD  A  discussion  was  initiated  regarding  nominees  for  the  Awards  of  Honor 

BUSINESS      and  President  Swig  suggested  that  the  Commissioners  "brain-storm," — 

which  suggestion  resulted  in  a  listing  of  names  to  be  provided  to  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  for  their  review  and  recommendations.

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Director  to 
select  an  individual  to  fill  the  position  of  Executive  Director  of  the 
36th  Annual  Arts  Festival,  with  the  approval  of  members  of  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee. 

NEW  Commissioner  Mayer  proposed  that  a  policy  be  resolved. by  the  Commission 

BUSINESS      specifically  dealing  with  valuation  reports  on  acquisitions  of  art  work 
for  Art  Enrichment  programs.   Mr.  Mayer  proposed  that  a  written  evalua- 
tion report  on  the  fair  market  value  of  potential  acquisitions  (with  a  valuation  of 
$5,000.00  or  greater)  be  provided  by  Commission  staff  prior  to  commissioning  or  purchase 
of  such  art  work. 

An  extensive  discussion  ensued  amongst  the  Commissioners  during  which  Commissioner 
Mayer  expanded  on  his  concern  for  the  responsible  action  by  the  Art  Commission  relative 
to  commission/purchases  of  art  work. 

President  Swig  and  Commissioner  Vedensky  assured  Commissioner  Mayer  that  Commission 
staff  has  in  the  past  taken — and  does,  indeed,  continue  to  take — great  care  in  research- 
ing both  artists  and  the  fair  market  value  of  their  works  before  launching  into  commis- 
sions and  purchases  of  public  art. 

Commissioner  Mayer  made  specific  enquiry  concerning  the  highest  fair  market  valuation 
given  a  Fred  Eversley  work  (exclusive  of  the  work  currently  contracted  for  by  the  S.F. 
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NEW  BUSINESS  (re:   Art  Enrichment  valuations):   (continued) 

Art  Commission).  Ms.  Sylvia  Ryugo  of  the  Art  Commission  staff  confirmed  that  a  Fred 
Eversley  work  was  acquired  by  the  Dade  County  (Florida)  Airport  for  their  collection 
in  the  $70,000.00  range. 

With  the  assistance  of  Ms.  Ryugo,  Commissioner  Vedensky  went  on  to  explain  that  prices 
of  work  in  the  current  art  market  have  been  steadily  increasing.  Mr.  Vedensky  informed 
the  Commissioners  that  the  efforts  of  Commission  staff  to  research  out  the  fair  market 
value  of  the  works  of  artists  under  purchase  consideration  are  often  hampered  by  the 
unwillingness  of  recent  purchasers  of  such  work  to  share  the  purchase  price.   Commis- 
sioner Vedensky  indicated,  however,  that  staff  will  continue  to  provide  as  much  docu- 
mentary information  as  is  available  on  the  fair  market  value  of  works  recommended  for 
Art  Enrichment  projects. 

Commissioner  Jebe,  noting  the  protracted  length  of  time  spent  discussing  this  subject, 
indicated  that  he  would  second  a  resolution  on  the  topic  if  Commissioner  Mayer  would 
amend  his  proposal  to  require  thorough  evaluations  of  art  work  potentially  valued  at 
$10,000.00  or  greater. 

Commissioner  Mayer  accepted  the  amendment  and  submitted  the  following  resolution  that 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Jebe  and  voted  upon  by  the  Art  Commission:

design  concept  of  the  PASS  Kiosk  on  Stockton  Street  facing  the  entrance 

to  Maiden  Lane — which  the  Committee  hopes  will  establish  a  qualitative  tenor  for  the 

impending  Maiden  Lane  Beautification  Project, — Chairman  Vedensky  introduced  Mr.  Larry 

Campbell,  who  summarized  the  project  for  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Campbell  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  construction  budget  has  been  raised 
to  $100,000.00  to  cover  the  installation  of  steel  framing  required  for  fire  code 
clearance.  The  proposed  structure  is  intended  to  be  temporary  with  an  aspect  of 
permanence.   Mr.  Campbell  went  on  to  provide  a  sample  of  lettering/graphics  to  be 
used  in  the  project — which  the  Commissioners  assented  to  be  an  elegant  improvement. 

Mr.  Campbell  concluded  by  providing  each  of  the  Commissioners  with  a  "fact  sheet"  on 
services  to  be  provided  at  the  kiosk,  informing  them  as  well  that  the  STBS  service 
will  be  completed  by  and  open  in  July  1982  and  will  cover  all  San  Francisco 
Summer  Festival  events.

Chairman  Vedensky  briefly  commented  on  negotiations  with  artist  Katherine  Porter, 
which  he  characterized  as  "slow  progress."  Mr.  Vedensky  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  Ms.  Porter  has  elected  a  local  attorney  as  her  local  representative,  with  whom 
the  Art  Commission  is  actively  dealing.

The 
discussion  concluded  with  the  suggestion  that  the  matter  be  formally  addressed  further 
on  in  these  proceedings. 

Airport  Joint  Committee:   Chairman  Vedensky 

Chairman  Vedensky  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Mayor,  in  her  recent  visit  to 
Shanghai,  initiated  the  acquisition  of  a  painting  and  a  large  Chinese  rock  for  the 
Central  Terminal  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport:   the  painting  to  be  commis- 
sioned at  a  cost  of  $15,000.00;  the  rock  to  be  received  as  a  long-term  loan.   Mr. 
Vedensky  went  on  to  indicate  that  the  items  have  been  reviewed  and  favorably  passed 
on  by  a  Special  Conunittee  made  up  of:   Ms.  Agnes  Albert,  art  patroness;  Mr.  James 
Cahill,  Professor  of  Art  History  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley;  and  Mr. 
Bill  Wu,  Professor  of  Asian  Art  at  Mills  College — all  members  of  the  Shanghai  Commit- 
tee. 

Chairman  Vedensky  stated  that  the  acquisition  of  the  painting  and  the  loan  of  the 
rock  represent  a  "Sister  City"  agreement.   Earlier  discussions  had  been  held  on 
agreements  with  all  Sister  Cities.   However,  it  has  been  determined  that  all  other 
"Sister  City"  displays  will  be  handled  as  temporary  exhibits  in  the  "gallery"  spaces. 

Chairman  Vedensky  indicated  that  the  Airport  Joint  Committee  had  approved,  in  principle, 
the  revised  design  of  the  Fred  Eversley  work  for  the  Central  Terminal,   Mr.  Vedensky 
informed  the  Commissioners  that,  even  though  the  budget  breakdown  for  the  revised 
design  is  more  costly  than  the  original  design,  Mr.  Eversley  has  agreed  to  execute  the 
new  design  for  the  earlier  contracted  price  of  the  original  design  ($146,800.00). 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-155:   Fred  Eversley  Work/Design  Revision  within  Originally  Contracted 

Price 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  Fred  Eversley 's 
revised  design  and  proposal  for  the  sculpture  at  the  North  Terminal 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and  there  is  no  change  in 
the  contract  price. 

Chairman  Vedensky  informed  the  Commissioners  that  discussions  have  been  held  with 
Mr.  Erskine  Bufano,  who  approached  Mr.  Bernstein  (President  of  the  Airports  Com- 
mission) with  a  proposal  to  place  a  collection  of  Bufano  sculptures  in  the  North 
Terminal.   Director  Ellison  has  met  with  Mr.  Bufano  and  Airport  staff  and  more 
information  is  anticipated. 
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State  fj  Local  Partnership  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Mayer 

Addressing  Commissioner  Nemerovski's  concern  that  the  work  of  the  S/LPP  Task  Force 
to  remedy  deficiencies  in  its  representation  appears  to  have  brought  their  numbers 
to  over  30,  Toincttc  I.aurant  of  the  Art  Commission  and  Bob  Martin  (Chairman  of  the 
Task  Force)  assured  the  Commissioner  that  the  actual  membership  with  additions  is 
25 — some  names  having  been  repeated  under  different  disciplines/affiliations. 

Ms.  Laurant  went  on  to  indicate  that  the  membership  of  the  Task  Force  is  now  fairly 
set;  that  one  or  two  persons  may  be  added  to  fill  out  hispanic  representation;  and 
that  membership  replacements  through  attrition  will  be  made  by  the  Task  Force. 

Ms.  Laurant  informed  the  Commissioners  that  application  requirements  have  been  ful- 
filled for  the  California  Arts  Council  grant,  which  should  result  in  a  modest  local 
planning  grant.  She  indicated  that  she  would  provide  the  Commissioners  with  copies 
of  these  materials  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  Commissioner  Rodriguez's  enquiry  concerning  the  absence  of  Carmen  Lomas  Garza  from 
the  Task  Force,  Mr.  Martin  explained  that  the  Sub-Committee  which  makes  recommendations 
on  membership  was  most  interested  in  her  participation  but  found  Ms.  Garza  to  be 
ineligible  for  lack  of  adequate  representation  from  other  minorities. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-154:   Expanded  Membership  of  the  S/LPP  Advisory  Task  Force 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  list  of 
individuals  nominated  for  membership  on  the  State  S  Local  Partner- 
ship Program's  Advisory  Task  Force  (which  list  is  dated  26  March 
1982). 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  concluded  by  indicating  her  pleasure  at  the  progress  the 
Advisory  Task  Force  has  achieved  in  assembling  an  outstandingly  representative  group 
of  people  amongst  its  membership. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Taliaferro 

Chairman  Taliaferro  indicated  that  two  individuals  are  recommended  by  the  Committee 
(too  late  for  inclusion  on  the  Consent  Calendar)  for  priority  in  issuance  of  Certif- 
icates. 

Commissioner  Alley  submitted  the  following  resolutions  that  were  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Paterson  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-135:   Priority  Issuance  of  Street  Artists  Certificate 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  request  of 
artist  Stacey  Mattraw  for  priority  in  issuance  of  a  Street 
Artist  Certificate. 

RESOLUTION  1982-136:   Priority  Issuance  of  Street  Artists  Certificate 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  request  of 
artist  Leonard  Diamond  for  priority  in  issuance  of  a  Street 
Artist  Certificate. 
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Street  Artists  Program  Committee:   (continued) 

Chairman  Taliaferro  apprised  the  Commissioners  that  legislation  covering  the  issuance 
of  Street  Artists  Certificates  to  youth  was  being  studied  and  that  all  sides  of  the 
issue  were  being  developed. 

While  the  Committee  is  awaiting  an  official  opinion,  the  City  Attorney's  initial 

reading  of  current  legislation  find  no  age  limitation  on  the  issuance  of  Street 

Artists  Certificates  and  leaves  the  matter  completely  in  the  hands  of  the  Art  Commis- 
sion. 

Chairman  Taliaferro  indicated  that  the  Committee  is  exploring  the  possibility  of 
creating  "Junior  Street  Artist  Certificates"  with  certain  stipulations  (e.g.,  no 
selling  permitted  during  school  hours) . 

Director  Howard  Lazar  indicated  that  the  issue  would  be  considered  by  the  Street 
Artists  Program  Committee  at  its  April  1982  meeting  and  that  a  proposal  would  be 
presented  for  the  Art  Commission's  consideration  at  its  May  1982  meeting. 

Music  Committee:   Chairman  Alley 

Chairman  Alley  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  had  met  last  week  and 
that  negotiations  with  the  Symphony  were  progressing  slowly  but  steadily.   Mr. 
Alley  went  on  to  indicated  that  plans  for  the  final  night  "Gala  Celebration"  of 
the  Art  Commission's  Fifty  Years  has  moved  along  most  smoothly.   Program  appearance 
confirmations  have  been  received  from  Tony  Bennett  and  Sarah  Vaughn. 

Chairman  Alley  assured  the  Commissioners  that  a  completed  Pops  program  would  be 
availably  by  the  May  1982  meeting — but  he  concluded  by  stating  that,  for  liis  purposes, 
the  ultimate  program  will  not  reflect  as  much  "pops"  as  one  might  desire. 

'ITie  Del  Courtney  Band  for  dancing,  along  with  "Back  in  the  Saddle"  and  three  dance 
groups,  will  be  presented  (including  Polynesian,  Brazilian,  and  Swahili  groups). 
Director  Ellison  stated  that  plans  to  bring  in  Al  Hirt  had  been  dropped. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  enquired  about  the  possibility  of  applying  to  the  Musicians' 
Trust  Fund  for  monies  to  cover  performances  at  the  community  cultural  facilities. 
Chairman  Alley  indicated  that  such  monies  were  available  and  should  definitely  be 
pursued.   He  cautioned,  however,  that  monies  are  awarded  on  a  matching-fund  basis 
(i.e.,  matched  to  money  and  not  to  in-kind  services)   and  that  no  admission  may 
be  charged  for  performances  underwritten  by  the  Trust. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee:   Chairman  Patri 

Director  Maciel  reported  to  the  Commissioners  that  Rosekrans  5  Broder  have  received 
bids  on  the  code  work  to  be  executed  in  the  Western  Addition  and  Mission  Cultural 
Centers — which  bids  have  come  in  well  below  the  estimated  costs.   This  will  allow  for 
additional  work  to  be  done  at  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center,  thereby  l)ringing 
this  facility  up  to  code  and  rehabilitating  the  theatre.   The  additional  work  at  the 
Western  Addition  will  not  preclude  the  sprinkler  system  and  emergency  light  installa- 
tions at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center. 

To  wit,  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  should  be  fully  up  to  code  by  December  of 
1982.   However,  even  with  the  emergency  light/sprinkler  system  installation,  the 
variance  for  "over  49  persons"  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  will  be  cleared  only 
for  the  main  floor — and  not  for  the  upper  floors. 
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Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee:   (continued) 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner La  Rocca  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

KliSQLlJTlON  1982-120:   Additional  Code  Work  at  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  execution 
of  additional  code  work  at  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 
in  accordance  with  documents  on  file  from  Rosekrans  §  Broder. 

Director  Maciel  introduced  Ms.  Anne  Garrison  of  Friends  of  the  Arts,  who  invited 
the  Commissioners  to  a  benefit  gala  at  the  Club  Fugazi  on  25  May  1982  from  6:30  to 
9:30  p.m.   Ms.  Garrison  indicated  that  entertainment  would  be  provided  by  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Cultural  Centers. 

Mr.  Maciel  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Creative  Growth — a  project  for  individuals 
with  developmental  disabilities — would  like  to  initiate  a  program  for  the  handicapped 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.  The  program  has  the  active 
support  of  Supervisor  Renne  and  the  California  Arts  Council;  and  any  necessary  struc- 
tural changes  to  the  facility  to  accommodate  the  program  will  at  least  partially  be 
underwritten  by  Creative  Growth. 

Director  Maciel  indicated  that  there  is  a  mandatory  12-month  time-frame  within  which 
to  meet  Code  504  compliance  for  handicapped  access — strongly  supported  by  the  State 
but  weakly  related  to  by  the  Federal  government.   He  went  on  to  indicate  that  the 
program  is  looked  upon  favorably  by  the  community  as  a  good  joint  project  with  the 
State.   An  Advisory  Committee  has  been  formed  to  plot  out  compliance.   Mr.  Maciel 
concluded  by  indicating  that  more  concrete  information  will  be  available  shortly. 

Visual  Arts  Committee:   Chairman  La  Rocca 

Chairman  La  Rocca  informed  the  Commissioners  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made 

in  orchestrating  the  36th  Annual  Arts  Festival  —  and  he  invited  Mr.  Roi^erto  Esf)urza 

to  make  a  report  on  this  year's  Festival  to  the  Commissioners  (Mr.  Esparza  having 
been  employed  as  of  1  April  1982  as  Festival  Coordinator). 

Mr.  Esparza  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  he  was  excited  at  the  prospects  of  a 
new  format  for  the  Festival  at  the  Moscone  Center.   He  went  on  to  indicate  that  he 
envisioned  an  Arts  Festival  this  year  that  would  be  very  complementary  to  the  206th 
Birthday  of  The  City  and  to  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission. 

To  Commissioner  Vedensky* s  query  concerning  the  location  of  the  Awards  of  Honor  Cere- 
mony/Exhibition and  the  manner  in  which  they  would  be  dealt  with,  both  Director 
Ellison  and  Mr.  Esparza  replied  that  details  are  still  being  worked  out  with  David 
Glotzer  of  the  San  Francisco  Fair  ^  Exposition. 

To  Commissioner  Taliaferro's  query  concerning  square-footage  of  the  Moscone  Center 
allocated  for  the  Festival,  Mr.  Esparza  replied  500  linear  feet.   Commissioner  La 
Rocca  added  the  fact  that  the  Festival  would  be  located  adjacent  to  the  elevators 
directly  at  the  entrance  of  the  Fair — necessitating  all  visitors  to  the  Fair  to  pass 
through  the  Commission's  Art  Festival  display. 

Chairman  La  Rocca  further  informed  the  Commissioners  that  FM  Productions  have  been 
contracted  by  the  Fair  to  design  the  layout  of  the  Fair — the  only  impact  on  the 
layout  of  the  Arts  Festival  being  entry  paths  fixed  at  a  45-degree  angle.  The  Chair- 
man alleviated  Commissioner  Rodriguez's  concerns  over  potential  problems  for  the 
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Visual  Arts  Committee:   (continued) 

Commission's  display  by  concluding  that  the  Festival  has  complete  freedom  to  arrange 
its  display  within  the  bounds  of  the  entry  paths. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  requested  information  on  the  jurying  time- frame  and  Mr. 
Esparza  replied  that:   24  §  25  May  1982  have  been  established  as  deadlines  for 
delivery  of  art  works  to  Pier  45;  27  §  28  May  1982  have  been  established  as  dates  on 
which  jurying  will  actually  take  place;  and  9  June  as  the  date  by  which  all  applicants 
will  be  notified  of  jurying  results — and  by  which  works  not  accepted  for  display  must 
be  picked  up. 

Both  Director  nil  j  son  and  Mr.  Hsparza  confirmed  that:   PG?iE  has  tentatively  agreed  to 
print  the  catalogue;  Pacific  Telephone  5  Telegraph  has  been  contacted  for  their 
assistance  in  printing  the  announcement  brochures  and  has  expressed  interest  in  this 
project.   The  projected  budget  for  the  Festival  is  $57,000.00. 

Commissioners  Rodriguez  and  Nemerovski  expressed  concerns  that  notes  be  kept  through 
the  process  for  an  ultimate  evaluative  report.   Mr.  Esparza  indicated  that  this  was 
assured  and  Director  Ellison  reiterated  that  Mr.  Esparza  has  been  contracted  through 
the  end  of  July  1982  for  this  very  purpose. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  asked  whether  Mr.  Esparza  would  be  designing  the  show  and 
Chairman  La  Rocca  responded  that  the  layout  of  the  Festival  would  be  a  combined 
effort  resulting  from  both  the  experience  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  members  and 
Mr.  Esparza 's  museum  curatorial/display  experience. 

Expressing  confidence  in  any  display  that  would  be  under  the  watchful  and  professional 
eye  of  Conunissioner  La  Rocca  and  the  other  members  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee, 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  enquired  about  progress  in  negotiations  with  the  staff  of 
the  Fair.   Mr.  Esparza  informed  the  Commissioners  that  potential  revenues  from  com- 
mercial and  non-profit  participants  was  currently  being  graphed  out.   Director  Ellison 
confirmed  that  the  Fair  will  not  provide  funding  to  the  Art  Commission  and  that  a 
question  remains  open  concerning  a  $5,000.00  contribution  from  the  Commission  for 
space  at  the  Fair  to  stage  the  Arts  Festival. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez's  query  concerning  the  Commission's  resolution  authorizing 
free  admission  to  the  Fair  for  artists  exhibiting  in  the  Arts  Festival  was  responded 
to  by  Director  Ellison,  who  indicated  that  David  Glotzer  was  displeased  with  the 
resolution  and  was  currently  thinking  the  situation  through.   The  Director  assured 
the  Commission  that  further  information  would  be  forthcoming. 

Dee/Downie  Bust  of  George  MoscOne:   Turning  to  the  matter  of  the  potential  acceptance 

of  Romana  Anzi  Downie's  bust  of  George  Moscone  by 
the  Mayor  for  permanent  display  in  City  Hall,  Director  Ellison  reviewed  for  the  Com- 
missioners her  very  recent  meeting  with  the  Mayor  in  City  Hall  on  the  subject. 

The  artist  and  Mr.  Dee  of  Brooks  Cameras  presented  the  sculpture  to  the  Mayor  in  her 
Office.   Ms.  Ellison  requested  that  the  group  provide  informational  material  on  the 
projected  gift  so  that  it  could  be  presented  to  the  Art  Commission.   No  further  inform- 
ation was  received.   The  Director,  therefore,  had  polaroid  pictures  taken  by  staff  so 
that  the  Commission  could  review  the  bust. 

After  discussion,  the  Commissioners  instructed  the  Director  to  send  a  letter  to  the 
Mayor  expressing  their  concern  with  the  work,  requesting  that  the  procedures  for 
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Visual  Arts  Committee:   (continued) 

Dee/Downie  Bust  of  George  Moscone:   (continued) 

approval  of  art  works  be  followed,  and  allowing  that  the  Commission  would  review 
the  proposal  at  its  special  meeting  scheduled  for  27  April  1982.   The  Commission's 
review  would  include  viewing  the  bust,  the  pedestal,  and  the  plaque.   The  letter 
should  also  note  that  it  is  the  charter  mandated  duty  of  the  Art  Commission  to 
review  art  works  prior  to  their  acceptance  and  placement. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Com- 
missioner Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-157:   Letter  to  Mayor/Romana  Anzi  Downie  Bust  of  George  Moscone 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Director  to 
write  a  letter  to  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  expressing  the  professional 
concerns,  the  powers  ^  authorities,  and  the  cooperative  intent  of 
the  Art  Commission  regarding  the  potential  acquisition  of  Romana 
Anzi  Downie 's  bust  of  Mayor  George  Moscone.

PRESI DENT'S   President  Swig  introduced  Commissioner-elect  Timothy  Duncan,  General 
REMARKS  AND   Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Ballet,   and  welcomed  his  active  partic- 
DISCUSSION    ipation  both  on  the  Art  Commission  and  on  its  sub-committees.   The 

President  indicated  that  Mr.  Duncan  would  be  sworn  in  at  11:15  a.m.  in 
the  Mayor's  Office  on  6  May  1982  and  she  invited  all  of  the  Commissioners  to  attend. 

President  Swig  turned  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  fundamental  matters  to  be 
dealt  with  during  this  special  proceeding  by  suimnarizing  their  joint  efforts  over  the 
past  several  years  to  sharpen  the  goals  of  the  Art  Commission  and  to  bring 
clarification  to  the  direction  the  Commission  has  been  taking  in  programming  artistic, 
cultural,  civic  design,  and  art  enrichment  projects. 

The  President  expressed  her  hope  that  this  special  meeting — while  formal — take  on  more 
the  character  of  a  "brain-storming"  session  that  will  result  in: 

1.  a  shared  sense  of  direction  for  the  Art  Commission  relative  to  its  Charter- 
mandated  responsibilities; 

2.  a  sliared  understanding  of  their  roles  as  "Art  Commissioners"  relative  to  a 
consistent  and  firm  self-image  when  relating  to  the  general  populace  of  San 
Francisco  and  to  the  Offices  of  the  Mayor  §  other  City  Agencies — as  arbiters  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  esthetic  welfare  of  the  municipality; 
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3.   a  shared  pragmatic  intent  in  meeting  its  Charter-mandated  activities  and  its 

commitments  to  cultural  Zk   artistic  programming  City-wide — within  the  limitations 
of  its  present  budget  and  staff. 

President  Swig  concluded  her  comments  with  the  self-evident  hope  that  deliberations 
on  the  foregoing  elements  will  enable  the  Commissioners  to  do  a  better  job  in  ful- 
filling the  aesthetic  aspirations  of  their  fellow  citizens — and  she  called  upon  the 
oratorical  skills  of  Commissioner  Paterson  for  a  rendering  of  Section  3.600  of  the 
City  Charter  (dealing  with  the  Art  Commission)  for  the  enlightenment  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Charter  reading  by  the  Commissioner,  President  Swig  raised  the 
question  of  how  the  ordinance  establishing  the  Art  Commission  originated.   Commis- 
sioner Taliaferro,  former  president  of  the  Commission,  responded. 

Succinctly  conuiienting.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  indicated  that,  when  the  current  City 
Charter  was  being  written  in  1932,  renowned  architect  Arthur  Brown — responsible  for 
most  of  the  structures  that  now  define  the  Civic  Center — was  so  popular  he  was  asked 
to  develop  guidelines  for  a  municipal  art  commission.   Mr.  Brown's  charge  resulted  in 
the  "Art  Commission  of  the  City  5  County  of  San  Francisco"  that  is  celebrating  its 
50th  Anniversary  this  year — perhaps  the  oldest  Charter-mandated  coimnission  in  the  City 
and  amongst  the  earliest-founded  art/cultural  conmiissions  in  the  United  States. 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  concluded  by  noting  the  Art  Commission's  uniqueness:   viz., 
it  is  the  only  Charter-mandated  commission  whose  members  must  be  chosen  specific  to 
discipline — representing  painting,  sculpture,  music,  dance,  literature,  architecture, 
and  lay  concerns. 

President  Swig  reminded  the  Commissioners  that,  over  the  years  since  1952,  there  have 
been  a  number  of  Charter  Amendments,  City  Ordinances,  and  Resolutions  that  have 
expanded  the  Art  Commission's  responsibilities  and  commitments.   And  she  opened  a 
general  discussion  amongst  the  Commissioners  on  whether  and  how  to  continue 
the  Art  Commission's  unwieldy  pattern  of  activities  in  these  times  of  uncertain 
funding. 

Using  visual  aids  provided  by  the  Commission  staff  outlining  the  Art  Commission's 
Charter-mandated  §  tradition-accrued  activities  and  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski 
outlining  the  Commission's  sources  of  revenue  5  expenditures  program-wide,  the  Commis- 
sioners engaged  in  a  discussion  that  touched  upon  the  following: 

1.  The  statutory/legal  responsibilities  in  taking  the  oath  of  office  as  an  Art  Com- 
missioner, thereby  becoming  an  "officer  of  the  City"; 

2.  The  establishment  of  policy  governing  the  general  manner  in  which  the  Art  Commis- 
sion conducts  its  business; 

3.  Authority  reserved  to  the  Art  Commission  surrounding  all  City  appropriations  for 
musical,  cultural,  and  art  enrichment  activities; 

4.  Interpretations  of  the  City  Charter  regarding  the  Commission's  administration  of 
monies  appropriated  for  the  support  of  a  symphony; 

5.  The  administration  of  the  Publicity  5  Advertising  Fund  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer — even  though  these  Hotel  Tax  Funds  are  clearly  appropriated 
by  the  City  solely  for  cultural/musical  activities; 
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6.  The  resolution/ordinance/charger  amendment  process  through  which  the  Art  Commis- 
sion must  proceed  should  it  choose  to  fundamentally  extend  or  diminish  its 
Charter-mandated  priorities; 

7.  The  status  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program — and  similar  newly-developed 
Commission  commitments — in  relation  to  standing  Charter-mandated  responsibilities 
of  the  Art  Commission; 

8.  'I'he  burden  placed  on  sub-committees  of  the  Art  Commission  to  do  work  normally 
carried  out  by  large  staffs  in  other  City  Agencies — particularly  in  rendering 
professional  decisions  (e.g..  Civic  Design  Committee  6  Visual  Arts  Committee); 

9.  The  ultimate  need,  in  turn,  to  develop  policies  for  the  small  staff  of  the  Art 
Commission  to  execute; 

10.  The  importance  of  not  meddling  in  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  Art  Commission- 
which  operations  are  more  properly  left  to  the  Executive  Director  and  her  small 
staff; 

11.  Clarifying  the  roles  of  Art  Commissioners  who  serve  as  representatives  from  the 
private  sector  to  a  government  body  and  who,  in  turn,  act  as  liaisons  between 

Art  Commission  programs/services  and  City  Hall  in  lobbying  for  adequate  appropria- 
tions for  the  arts; 

12.  'I'he  estimable  job  the  Art  Commission  has  done  in  the  recent  past  with  minimal 
resources  in  carrying  out  its  fiscal  responsibilities; 

13.  In  the  face  of  the  fiscal  crunch  brought  on  by  diminishing  appropriations,  the 
concerns  of  the  Art  Commissioners  in  being  asked  by  the  Mayor's  Office  to  engage 
in  private  fund-raising  to  supplement  the  Art  Commission's  budget; 

14.  The  importance  of  immediately  apprising  the  Mayor  that: 

(a)  there  is  a  concern  over  the  newly- required  duty  as  an  Art  Commissioner  to 
engage  in  fund-raising  in  addition  to  the  ongoing  duties  required  as  a  Commis- 
sioner serving  without  salary  or  meeting  fees; 

(b)  each  of  the  Art  Commissioners  currently  S  on  a  day-to-day  basis  engage  in 
consciousness  raising  with  the  private  sector  concerning  their  artistic 
responsibilities  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco — which  work  has  slowly  but 
steadily  been  making  friends  in  the  private  sector  for  botli  the  City  and  the 
Art  Commission; 

15.  The  importance  of  maintaining  a  proper  perspective  on  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program;   namely,  that: 

(a)  NAP,  having  passed  through  its  "new-born  babe"  phase,  has  now  settled  into  a 
stable  community  arts  program; 

(b)  NAP,  having  suffered  from  the  demise  of  the  CETA  program,  has  been  able  to 
keep  open  for  community  use  the  four  Community  Cultural  Centers — as  well  as 
maintaining  Support  Services  for  the  Arts; 
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(c)  NAP  is  nearing  completion  of  having  established  an  independent  community- 
originated  funding  base  in  the  form  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium 
(comprised  of  Friends  of  the  Arts  and  the  Friends  of  the  various  cultural 
centers) ; 

16.  The  impending  need  to  develop  legislation — similar  to  that  developed  for  the  Per- 
forming Arts  facilities — that  will  secure  monies  for  the  maintenance  of  the  four 
community  cultural  facilities; 

17.  'I'lic  question  remaining  l)eforc  the  Art  ('ommLssion  of  how  to  meet  the  stiJl-uaful- 
filled  cultural  needs  of  many  communities  in  San  Francisco; 

18.  A  unanimous  commitment  to  the  model  of  individual  neighborhood  arts  programs  with 
their  own  Friends  groups  that  will  ultimately  spin  off  and  become  independent — as 
opposed  to  community  cultural  zones  solely  funded  by  the  Art  Commission; 

19.  As  the  Art  Commission's  tradition  has  been  to  continuously  respond  to 
and  grow  with  the  cultural  needs  of  the  City's  communities,  the  current  imperative 
to:   (a)  assess  commitments  and  plan  relative  to  cost-effectiveness  of  extant 
projects;  (b)  define  the  Commission's  capabilities  relative  to  new  projects;  (c) 
surrender  some  projects  where  appropriate; 

20.  The  absolute  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  Art  Commission  to  maintain,  renovate, 
staff,  and  re-open  its  Municipal  Art  Gallery  at  155  Grove  Street — that  has 
traditionally  served  the  City's  struggling  artists  who  have  limited  opportunities 
to  display  their  works; 

21.  The  desire  to  establish  a  slide  registry  of  Bay  Area  artists  and  to  evolve  coop- 
erative arrangements  with  similar  endeavors  in  other  parts  of  the  country; 

22.  The  intention  to  explore  the  development  of  a  commercial  aspect  to  the  Municipal 
Art  Gallery  in  an  attempt  to  make  the  Gallery  self-sufficient; 

23.  A  review  of  all  figures  available  at  the  time  of  this  proceeding  covering  the  Art 
Commission's  sources  of  revenue  and  expenditures  program-wide; 

24.  A  notation  that  budget  figures  presented  are  based  on  actual  ad  valorem  appropria- 
tions to  the  Commission  and  do  not  take  into  consideration  additional  monies 
raised  to  execute  extant  Art  Commission  programs — as  yet  required  are  the  cost 
estimates  for  fully  executed  programs; 

25.  A  notation  that  monies  and  other  resources  raised  by  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  and 
the  Friends  of  the  cultural  centers  organizations  are  earmarked  solely  for  the 
neighborhood  arts  programs; 

26.  A  review  of  the  current  Art  Commission's  actual  fund-raising  capabilities; 

27.  A  recognition  that  a  concerted  public  relations  endeavor  must  precede  any  type  of 
realistic  fund-raising — and  that  a  public  relations/development  position  would 
need  to  be  established  as  part  of  Art  Commission  staff  before  any  serious  fund- 
raising  campaign  could  be  mounted. 
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President  Swig  summed  up  the  Art  Commission's  deliberations  and  intentions  during 
this  proceeding  as  follows: 

1.  The  Commission  will  retain,  for  the  moment,  all  programs/projects  currently 
conducted — and  there  will  be  no  expansion  until  a  planning  pattern  has  been 
established; 

2.  A  ROUNDTABLO  II  meeting  of  the  Art  Commission  will  be  convened  on  Tuesday,  29 
June  1982,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the  Commissioners  Room  of  the  Public  Library  to 
continue  this  process; 

3.  Mr.  Peter  Dybwad,  consultant  to  the  Commission  on  a  Technical  Assistance  grant 
from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation,  will  put  forward  his  analysis  of  the  Art  Com- 
mission and  its  revenue- source/ spending  patterns; 

4.  The  Commissioners,  at  ROUNDTABLE  II,  will  take  a  look  at  what  monies  (and  their 
sources)  the  Art  Commission  has  actually  received;  will  use  hard  figures — based 
on  reasonable  expectations  of  receipt  of  ad  valorem/donated  dollars — in 
determining  which  of  its  programs  can  be  maintained;  and  will  prioritize  remain- 
ing programs  for  which  funding  is  uncertain; 

5.  Each  of  the  Art  Commission's  sub-committees  will  be  expected  to  present  realistic 
sets  of  figures  for  the  programs  within  their  province — which  figures  will  reflect 
a  maintenance  budget  on  the  lower  side  and  a  "reasonable  run"  budget  on  the  upper 
side. 

OLD  Bringing  the  Commissioners  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  newly-created 

BUSINESS      Award  of  Honor  for  Opera  categorically  conflicts  with  the  intent  of  the 
long-ago  established  Award  of  Honor  for  Music,  President  Swig  suggested 
that  the  Award  of  Honor  for  Opera  (RESOLUTION  1982-108,  7  April  1982)  be  rescinded. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission:

during  a  special  event  timed  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  opera  season  in  the 
fall  of  1982.

PRESIDENT'S 
REMARKS

President  Swig  summarized  results  of  the  recent  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission— termed  "ROUNDTABLE  I"— that  was  held  on  Tuesday,  27  April 
1982.   The  President  noted  the  Commission's  marked  initial  success  in 


analyzing  its  own  basic  role  §  functions,  its  Charter-mandated  commitments,  and  the 
status  of  its  current,  ongoing  cultural  programs.   And  she  applauded  the  Commissioners 
on  their  joint  resolve  to  fulfill  the  Art  Commission's  mandated  responsibilities 
and  satisfy  its  cultural  commitments  by  focusing  on  how  best  to  work  with  resources — 
material,  fiscal,  programmatic,  ^  personnel — currently  within  the  Commission's 
province. 

President  Swig,  in  turn,  thanked  the  hard-working  staff  of  the  Art  Commission  for — 
amongst  other  pressing  taps  on  their  time/talents/obligations — the  extraordinary 
efforts  made  to  provide  the  Commissioners  in  this  particular  session  with  salient 
information  f,  statistics  for  their  deliberation  §  action.   Beyond  this,  the  President 
especially  thanked  Commissioners  Nemerovski  for  her  work  as  Chairperson  of  the  Finance 
Committee  in  preparing  illustrative  materials  for  use  in  demonstrating  the  Commission's 
current  sources  of  revenue  and  expenditures  program-wide. 

President  Swig  concluded  this  subject,  and  her  report,  by  indicating  that  the  ROUND- 
TABLE  I  meeting  resulted  in  a  more- than- firm  resolve  on  the  part  of  the  current  Art 
Commission  to  clarify  the  mandated  purposes  of  this  Commission  to  itself,  to  the  tax- 
paying  public,  and  to  other  City  officials/agencies — for  whom  the  Art  Commission 
exists  as  an  instrumentality  of  City  government.   (A  ROUNDTABLE  II  was  scheduled  to 
be  held  in  the  Coimnissioners  Room  of  the  Public  Library  on  Tuesday,  29  June  1982,  at 
4:00  p.m.) 
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DIRECTOR'S    Director  Ellison  provided  each  of  the  Commissioners  with  the  fixed 
REPORT       program  of  this  year's  Municipal  Symphony  Pops  Concerts  and  indicated

Mr.  Roberto  Esparza,  Coordinator  of  the  1982  Arts  Festival,  was  called  upon  to  make 
a  progress  report  on  the  Festival  —  in  which  report  he  indicated  that: 

1.  Detail  work  with  the  S.F.  Fair  people  is  moving  along  reasonably  well; 

2.  Concrete  plans  for  the  use  of  the  Uni-Strut  inside  the  Moscone  Center  are  being 
developed; 

3.  The  Festival  brochures,  being  printed  by  Pacific  Telephone,  will  be  available 
today; 

4.  Insurance  will  be  covered  by  a  Western  Association  of  Museums  blanket  policy; 

5.  The  perameters  and  internal  configurations  of  the  Arts  Festival  exhibit  will  be 
defined  by  floating  walls  suspended  from  the  Moscone  Center's  ceiling; 

6.  Thanks  should  be  extended  to  the  Port  Commission  and  the  Fire  Department  for 
providing  ample  and  safe  space  to  stage  the  jurying  process; 

7.  Volunteers  will  be  needed  to  handle  the  acceptance,  hanging,  removal,  and 
accompanying  documentation  surrounding  art  works  that  will  be  delivered  to  Pier 
45  on  24  f,  25  May  1982  between  10:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.; 

8.  The  Business  Committee  for  the  Festival  will  conduct  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the 
Metropolitan  Club  on  7  May  1982  at  11:45  a.m.; 

9.  Crocker  Bank  has  consented  to  the  temporary  "loan"  of  one  of  their  public  relations 
professionals  to  aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  Arts  Festival; 

10.  Blueprints  have  been  prepared  and  provided  by  architect  David  Williams  for  the 
layout  of  the  Festival  area  at  the  Moscone  Center; 

11.  Installation  of  the  Festival  exhibit  will  take  place  on  23  §  24  June  1982.

Visual  Arts  Conunittee:  Annual  Arts  Festival  (continued) 

To  enquiries  from  President  Swig  and  several  other  Commissioners  concerning  the 
involvement  of  local  galleries  and  up-and-coming  artists  that  they  represent,  Mr. 
Esparza  responded  that  lists  of  artists  are  being  developed.  However,  Mr.  Esparza 
informed  the  Commissioners  that,  in  terms  of.  galleries  taking  booths  at  the  Festival/ 
Fair,  many  gallerys'  schedules  had  been  firmly  set  by  the  time  the  Commission's  Arts 
Festival  project  for  this  year  was  initiated.   Beyond  this,  the  Coordinator  indicated 
that — with  the  exception  of  crafts — the  Festival  would  not  engage  in  any  direct  sales 
of  art  during  the  course  of  the  exhibit  this  year. 

Commissioner  Patri  enquired  about  projected  signing  for  the  Festival's  exhibit  and 
its  literature.  Mr.  Esparza  assured  the  Commissioner  that  the  Art  Commission's 
original  logo  will  be  prominently  displayed  both  on  the  Uni-Strut  at  the  exhibit  and 
on  all  brochures/literature  generated  by  the  Festival. 

Mr.  Esparza  concluded  his  report  by  informing  the  Commissioners  that  all  jurors  have 
accepted  their  invitations  to  oversee  the  Festival's  competition.   (President  Swig 
made  several  brief  comments  on  the  involvement  of  the  Business  Committee  for  the 
Festival .) 

Cominissioner  Goerner  stated  that  he  would  like  to  nominate  Mr.  Harold  Gilliam  for  the 
Award  uf   Honor  for  Literature,  and  he  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Taliaferro  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-144:   Harold  Gilliam/1982  Award  of  Honor  nominee  for  Literature 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Harold  Gilliam  for  the  1982  Award  of  Honor  in  the  field  of 
literature. 

President  Swig  referred  to  the  Commission's  intent  (voiced  at  its  meeting  of  27  April 
1982,  Resolution  1982-172)  to  present  a  special  award,  in  conjunction  with  the  opening 
of  the  opera  season,  to  Kurt  Herbert  Adler  for  his  contributions  to  the  quality  of 
cultural  life  in  the  City.   The  President  indicated  that  the  affair  might  well  be 
turned  into  a  fund-raising  event  and  directed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Mr.  Adler 
exploring  an  appropriate  date  on  which  the  presentation  event  should  take  place. 

B.  Memorial/Isadora  Duncan:   Chairman  La  Rocca  introduced  Mr.  Richard  Stoots  (an 

artist  who  is  seeking  the  Commission's  endorsement  of  his 
intent  to  design  and  install  a  five-story  high  mobile  sculpture  in  Sutro  Park  above 
the  Cliff  House  at  Lands  End  as  a  memorial  to  Isadora  Duncan),  who  made  a  thorough 
presentation  (with  visual  aids)  of  his  project. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  submitted  a  resolution  of  endorsement  that  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  La  Rocca  and  opened  to  the  Commissioners  for  discussion. 

After  extensive  discussion  of  this  project — and  of  the  Commission's  role  in  endorsing 
this  and  similar  projects, — a  concensus  was  reached  amongst  the  Commissioners  that 
passing  on  projects  which  clearly  lie  outside  of  the  Commission's  Charter-mandated 
purview  is  deemed  to  be  inappropriate  and  no  future  endorsements  of  this  type  will  be 
entertained.   Beyond  this,  the  Commissioners  withdrew  the  foregoing  resolution  of 
endorsement  and  further  instructed  the  Director  to  write  the  Golden  Gate  National 
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CONMITTEE  REPORTS:   (continued) 

Visual  Arts  Committee:   Memorial/ Isadora  Duncan  (continued) 

Recreation  Area  administration  expressing  the  Commission's  concerns  over  the  impact 
of  this  particular  project  on  the  city-scape  of  San  Francisco. 

In  conclusion,  both  Commissioners  Mayer  and  Patri  expressed  their  admiration  for 
artist  Stoots'  work  and  their  personal  concerns  that  the  work  of  younger  artists  be 
supported  and  promoted  whenever  possible. 

C.  Mural/lixcelsior  Park:   Chairman  La  Rocca  introduced  muralist  Kim  Hallinan  and 

members  of  Communities  of  the  Outer  Mission  Organization 
who  made  a  thorough  presentation  of  their  plan  to  execute  Ms.  Hallinan's  mural 
(History  of  Excelsior  Park) — with  the  aid  of  the  Summer  Youth  Project — on  the  Edinburgh 
retaining  wall  at  Russia  5  Madrid  Streets.   The  presenters  informed  the  Commissioners 
that  the  project  would  encompass,  as  well,  the  covering  of  an  extant  mural  at  the 
site  by  artist  Sekio  Fuapopo  and  that  written  permission  to  cover  his  work  was  being 
sought  from  the  artist — who  has  indicated  that  his  current  commitments  and  the  costs 
of  conservation  precluded  his  restoring  his  mural  at  this  time. 

After  thorough  discussion  on  the  mural's  design,  its  impact  on  the  ethnic  composition 
of  the  local  community,  the  ramifications  of  and  appropriate  methods  of  dealing  with 
covering  an  extant  mural,  and  the  need  for  worthwhile  local  projects  to  employ  Summer 
Youth,  a  consensus  opinion  emerged  from  the  Commissioners  that  was  voiced  by  Commis- 
sioner Vedensky:   viz.,  the  color/ form/shape  and  perspectival  relationships  from 
picture  to  picture  (in  the  eleven  projected  panels  of  this  mural)  were  found  to  be 
disturbing  for  lack  of  contiguity. 

However,  for  purposes  of  assisting  the  muralist  and  the  Communities  of  the  Outer 
Mission  Organization  with  the  time-frame  deadlines  for  funding  and  staffing.  Commis- 
sioner Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Jebe  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-164:   Concept  Approval/Kim  Hallinan  mural  for  Excelsior  Park 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  concept  of 
artist  Kim  Hallinan  for  a  mural  at  Excelsior  Park,  subject  to: 
(1)  design  review  by  this  Commission,  and  (2)  the  securing  of  written 
permission  from  artist  Sekio  Fuapopo  relinquishing  his  space  for  the 
execution  of  this  new  mural. 

Civic  Design  Committee; 

Golden  Gate  Rainbow  Project:   Chairman  Vedensky  introduced  artist  Yuri  Toropov,  who 

made  a  thorough  presentation  to  the  Commissioners  on 
his  CAL-TRANS/private  subscription  funded  Golden  Gate  Rainbow  Project. 

After  minimal  but  pointed  discussion  on  some  of  the  technical  problems  in  executing 
a  project  of  this  type,  the  Commissioners  proceeded  to  expand  on  their  consensus 
reached  earlier  in  these  proceedings  concerning  Art  Commission  endorsements  of  projects 
over  which  the  Commission  has  no  mandated  authority. 

President  Swig  summarized  for  the  Commissioners  and  indicated  that — in  the  spirit  of 
resolve  to  clarify  the  Commission's  mandated  responsibilities  §  commitments  developed

at  the  recent  ROUNDTABLE  I  meeting — the  Art  Commission  is  now  tending  to  evolve  a 
conservative  posture  toward  endorsing  projects  over  which  another  public  body  has 
legal  authority. 

Commissioner  Mayer  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Nemerovski  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission: 

RESOLUTION  1982-141:   Endorsements/General  Policy 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  adopt  a  general  policy 
of  making  recommendations  on  and  endorsing  civic  design,  art  enrich- 
ment, and  cultural  projects  that  lie  solely  within  the  Commission's 
jurisdiction. 

Airport  Joint  Committee: 

Chairman  Vedensky  reported  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  has  still  to  choose 
an  artist  for  the  courtyard/ fountain  area  of  the  Central  Terminal.  However,  he 
indicated  that  artists  have  been  chosen  for  five  other  areas  in  the  Central  Terminal: 
David  Gilhooley,  Robert  Irwin,  Joyce  Kozloff,  Amaldo  Pomodoro,  and  Sei j  i  Kunishima. 
The  painter  of  the  Chinese  (Shanghai  Committee)  painting  is  Zhu  Jizan. 

Based  upon  the  Art  Commission's  recent  experience  with  works  commissioned  for  the 
Moscone  Center,  some  discussion  ensued  amongst  the  Commissioners  regarding  the  terms 
of  contracts  with  artists  commissioned  to  do  works  for  the  various  art  enrichment 
projects  and  whether  such  contracts  should  be  signed  in  phases:   viz.,  one  contract 
with  the  artist  for  a  maquette  and  a  subsequent  contract  for  the  art  work  from  the 
artist's  maquette. 

Sylvia  Ryugo  of  the  Commission  staff  informed  the  Commissioners  that  a  standard 
contract  developed  for  the  Moscone  Art  Enrichment  Program  was  being  used  as  a  model 
for  other  art  enrichment  programs. 

Commissioners  Taliaferro  and  Mayer  expressed  a  desire  that  future  contracts  with 
commissioned  artists  be  shown  to  the  Art  Commissioners  when  these  contracts  have 
reached  their  final  form — for  informational  purposes.   Commissioner  Mayer  made  the 
additional  suggestion  that  a  policy  be  developed  to  include  the  full  Art  Commission 
in  viewings  of  the  works  of  runners-up  for  future  commissions.

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OLD  Commissioner  Mayer  reminded  his  fellow  Commissioners  that  the  Art  Com- 

BUSINESS     mission  is  somewhat  committed  to  participate  in  the  International 
Sculpture  Conference  that  will  take  place  in  Oakland/Bay  Area  in 
August  of  1982. 

A  lively  discussion  ensued  amongst  the  Commissioners  that  resulted  in  a  number  of 
suggestions  for  participation  that  were  ultimately  deemed  unfundable. 

Staff  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  South  of 
Market  Cultural  Center  and  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  had  been  chosen  as 
exhibition  spaces  for  the  Sculpture  Conference.   Director  Ellison  indicated  that  she 
would  provide  full  details  on  the  Cultural  Centers'  participation  very  shortly. 

Commissioner  Mayer  expressed  his  extreme  dismay  that  the  Commission  could  not  have 
found  by  this  late  date  a  more  impressive  way  to  participate  in  the  Sculpture 
Conference. 

President  Swig  lamented  the  fact  that  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission — currently 
analyzing  its  own  budget  crunch  that  it  is  determined  to  resolve — is  unable  to 
participate  in  a  more  substantive  way  in  the  International  Sculpture  Conference.  The 
President  suggested,  however,  that  ways  be  explored  for  the  Art  Commission  to  host 
a  reception  for  the  Conference's  participants  in  the  Rotunda  of  City  Hall. 

Conmiissioner  Mayer  provided  each  of  the  Commissioners  with  a  copy  of  Article  V  of  the 
proposed  New  Charter  (dealing  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  Art  Commission)  that 
was  put  before  the  general  electorate  on  4  November  1980.   He  asked  that  the  document 
be  part  of  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  Commission  at  its  June  1982  ROUNDTABLE  II. 

NEW  President  Swig  suggested  that  the  appointed  hour  for  commencement  of 

BUSINESS      the  regular  monthly  meetings  be  changed  until  further  notice  from 

2:00  p.m.   to  3:30  p.m.   The  ten  Commissioners  present — as  well  as 
Commissioner-elect  Duncan — assented. 

President  Swig  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Mr.  Timothy  Duncan,  General  Manager 
of  the  San  Francisco  Ballet,  would  be  sworn  in  as  an  Art  Commissioner  in  the  Mayor's 
Office  on  Thursday,  6  May  1982,  at  11:15  a.m. — and  she  invited  all  of  the  Commissioners 
to  be  present. 

President  Swig  adjourned  the  meeting 
at  4:27  p.m.

President  Swig  dispensed  with  her  own  formal  remarks  and  deferred  to  Director  Ellison 
for  a  report. 

DIRECTOR' S    Reminding  the  Commissioners  that  Proposition  I — a  ballot  initiative 
REPORT       exempting  certain  employees  of  the  Art  Commission  from  Civil  Service — 
failed  for  passage  in  November  of  1981,  Director  Ellison  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  she  has  had  discussions  with  staff  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
aimed  at  resolving  the  employment  status  of  temporary  N.A.P./Art  Commission  staff. 
'Ihe  Director  indicated  that  Civil  Service  suggests  that  the  move  for  exemption  be 
placed  on  the  ballot  once  again — which  Charter  amendment  process  she  will  initiate  once 
the  budgetary  process  is  completed. 

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  formal  hearing  on  the  Art  Commis- 
sion's budget  is  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  22  June  1982,  at  1:00  p.m.   The  Director  went 
on  to  state  that  she  and  accounting  staff  of  the  Commission  would  be  meeting  on  Wednes- 
day, 9  June  1982,  with  budget  analysts  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  go  over  the 
Commission's  budget  as  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

The  Director  reported  to  the  Commissioners  that — in  the  wake  of  a  recent  San  Francisco 
Bay  Guardian  article  and  a  recent  memo  from  the  Mayor,  both  concerning  official 
filings  of  agendas  5  minutes, — the  Art  Commission  is  now  in  compliance:  viz.,  beside 
the  Commissioners  and  ex  officio  members  of  the  Art  Commission,  all  agendas  fj  minutes 
of  the  Commission  and  each  of  its  sub-committees  are  being  filed  in  duplicate  on  a 
regular  basis  with  the  Government  Documents  section  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 

The  Director  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  "City  Celebration"  is  seeking  to 
renew  with  the  Art  Commission  an  annual  co-sponsorship  arrangement  covering  the  weekly 
Polynesian  dance  performances  on  Hallidie  Plaza.   Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  a 
resolution  to  renew  this  co- sponsorship  arrangement  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Alley.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  initiated  discussion  concerning  liability  implications

of  these  types  of  arrangements  for  the  Art  Commission  and  the  City— which  implications 
were  commented  upon  by  Deputy  City  Attorney  Judith  Teichman.   Commissioners  Vcdcnsky 
and  Alley  respectively  withdrew  their  resolution  and  second,  and  Ms.  nilison  was 
directed  to  explore  potential  liabilities  of  co-sponsorship  arrangements  with  the  City's 
Risk  Manager.   I'hc  matter  will  be  taken  up  again  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Art  Commission. 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  directive  from  the  Mayor — requiring  that  all  members  of  City 
Boards  f*  Commissions  report  to  her  Office  in  detail  concerning  up-coming  loaves  of 
absence  I'rom  the  City,  —  Director  Ellison  indicated  that  Art  Commission  stafi'  has 
devised  a  "fill- in- the-blank"  form  for  this  purpose.   A  copy  will  be  sent  to  each 
Commissioner  as  an  informational  guide  when  reporting  leaves  of  absence  to  the  Commis- 
sion's Director. 

Director  Ellison  apprised  the  Commissioners  of  considerable  dissatisfaction  with  the 
advertising  to  date  of  the  1982  Pops  concerts.   The  Director  went  on  to  indicate  that 
she  was  devising  a  "Pops  press  release"  form  that  will  equitably  incorporate  the  logo 
and  the  names  of  both  the  Art  Commission  and  the  Symphony. 

The  Director  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  had  met  with  Ms.  Mae  Pape  of  the 
Transamerica  Corporation,   'i'he  meeting  resulted  in  Ms.  Ellison's  agreement  to  help 
provide  six  g,ronps  (through  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program)  to  perform  in  the  'I'rans- 
amcrica  I>ark  during  August  and  early  September  1982.   Director  Ellison  noted  that 
Transamerica  Corporation  will  launch  their  own  more-than-ample  publicity  for  these 
events  a  n  d   that  the  Art  Commission  will  receive  appropriate  accolades  for  their 
assistance.    Each  of  the  groups  will  receive  $200.00  for  its  performance. 

Director  Ellison  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  Awards  of  Honor  Exhibition  will 
run  from  17  June  thru  13  July  1982  at  the  SFMO  Gallery,  Bank  of  America  World  Head- 
quarters, S55  California  Street  and  that  the  Exhibit  will  be  launched  with  a 
reception — graced  by  the  presence  of  the  Mayor  making  presentations  to  the  honorees — 
on  Thursday,  17  June  1982,  from  6:00  to  8:00  p.m.   (The  36th  annual  Arts  Festival 
itself  will  run  from  25  thru  27  June  1982  at  the  Moscone  Center.) 

The  Commissioners  approved  President  Swig's  suggestion  that  there  be  a  special 
champagne  brunch  for  the  Awards  honorees  on  25  June  1982:   (a)  underwritten  to  the 
extent  of  a  $25.00  contribution  per  Commissioner;  (b)  the  balance  underwritten  from 
the  I-'estival  budget;  (c)  the  guest  list  to  include  the  Art  Commissioners,  the  Honorees, 
the  members  of  the  Business  Committee  on  the  Festival,  and  City  officials;  and  (d) 
with  the  location  as  yet  to  be  chosen.   President  Swig  directed  that  the  Honorees  be 
notified  as  soon  as  possible  to  set  aside  time  on  the  appointed  date  for  this  special 
brunch. 

In  relation  to  the  logistics  of  the  San  Francisco  Fair  §  Exposition's — as  well  as 
the  Arts  Festival's — opening  day.  Festival  Coordinator  Roberto  Esparza  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  the  Arts  Festival  will  have  use  of  the  stage  in  the  Moscone  Center 
on  25  June  1982  from  1:00  to  1:30  p.m.  for  introductions  and  presentations. 

Director  Ellison  apprised  the  other  Commissioners  that  she  and  Commissioner  La  Rocca 
had  met  with  Mr.  Gartland,  President  of  the  Port  Commission,  for  purposes  of  discussing 
a  potential  sculpture  project  to  be  installed  on  pilings  in  the  bay  alongside  the 
promenade  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street  near  the  Ferry  Building.   A  full  report  on  the 
progress  of  this  project  will  be  made  shortly.

The  Director  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  she  has  received  updated  and  fairly 
solid  dollar  estimates  covering  the  interior  renovation  of  the  Commission's  Municipal 
Art  CaJlcry  at  15S  Grove  Street.   Ms.  lUlison  stated  that  she  would  shortly  be  moot- 
ing with  the  architect-Commissioners  at  the  Gallery  to  review  the  space. 

The  Director  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  recently  spent  two  days  (mandated  by 
the  Mayor's  Office)  at  an  IBM  Executive  Training  Seminar  in  San  Jose,  California.   Ms. 
Ellison  indicated  that  she  found  the  experience  most  interesting — particularly  in 
terms  of  the  opportunity  to  relate  to  and  compare  notes  with  other  City  department 
heads.   The  Director  stated  that  she  found  the  heavy  "computer"  orientation  of  the 
seminar  to  bo  of  somewhat  marginal  value  to  a  City  agency  the  size  of  the  Art  Coiiunis- 
sion.   However,  Ms.  Ellison  does  foresee  potential  valuable  "computer"  uses  at  the 
Commission  in  terms  of  the  visual  artists  slide  registry,  the  Commission's  own  art 
collection,  the  Street  Artists  Certification  process,  general  development/grantsmansh i]) 
activities  of  the  Art  Commission,  and  a  tracking  system  for  the  many  formal  resolutions 
of  the  Commission. 

Ms.  Ellison  reported  that  officials  of  the  San  Francisco  Fair  ^  Exposition  have 
acceded  to  the  Commissioners  request  that  artists  whose  works  have  been  chosen  for 
display  at  the  Festival  be  allowed  continuous  free  admission  to  the  Fair. 

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors — meeting 
today  concommitant  with  these  proceedings — would  be  voting  on  a  resolution  to  approve 
San  Francisco's  participation  in  the  1982-83  State  5  Local  Partnership  Program  of  the 
California  Arts  Council.   Ms.  Ellison  asked  approval  of  a  similar  resolution  from  the 
Art  Commission. 

Commissioner  La  Rocca  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Art  Commission:

On  behalf  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  Director  Ellison  reminded  the  Commis- 
sioners that  they  are  invited  to  a  joint  celebration  surrounding  the  dedication  of 
the  newly  completed  neighborhood  gardens  adjacent  to  SOMAR  and  the  conuncmoration 
of  Phillipine  Independence  Day.   The  event  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  12  June  1982, 
from  10:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  and  will  commence  with  the  dedication  by  Phillipine 
Consul  Romeo  Augilles.   Ethnic  music  and  the  roasting  of  a  whole  pig  promise  a  rather 
festive  event. 

With  the  increased  demands  on  Art  Commission  staff,  the  Director  requested  that  the 
Commissioners  approve  streamlining  the  format  of  the  Art  Commission's  monthly  minutes — 
in  the  interests  of  time,  efficiency,  and  accurate  reportage. 

Commissioner  Alley  submitted  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Nemerovski  and  opened  for  discussion:

A  discussion  ensued  that  focused  on  the  possibility  of  losing  valuable  interchanges 
amongst  the  Commissioners  should  the  minutes  become  too  streamlined.   Commissioner 
Rodriguez  suggested  that,  in  the  wake  of  revising  the  format  of  the  minutes,  an 
attempt  might  be  made  to  tape  record  the  Commission's  proceedings.   However,  Director 
Ellison  indicated  that  the  Commission  does  not  currently  have  the  resources  to 
purchase  recording  equipment  for  this  purpose.   President  Swig  concluded  the  discus- 
sion with  the  notion  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  modify  the  Commission's  minutes  witli- 
out  taping  the  proceedings — and  that  a  reversion  to  taping  the  Commission's  meetings 
be  introduced  only  if  the  newly-developed  written  record  proves  to  be  unsatisfactory 
as  a  permanent  record  of  the  Art  Commission's  deliberations.

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Columbia  Broadcasting  Systems  has 
generously  offered  as  a  gift  to  the  City  a  16-panel  "Gold  Rush"  panorama  (on  canvas 
in  sepia  tones).   The  Director  asked  that  the  Commissioners  approve  acceptance  of  the 
item  as  a  utilitarian  gift  and  not  as  an  art  object.   The  Commissioners  unanimously 
assented  with  a  vote.

COMMITTEE     Finance  Committee:   Chairperson  Nemerovski  stated  that  she  has  not  yet 
REPORTS  received  complete  fiscal  statements  from  each  of 

the  Coimnission' s  programs.   Tlie  Chairperson  went 
on  to  indicate  that — at  this  late  date  and  even  with  the  assistance  of  Commissioner 
Duncan — she  could  not  possibly  have  a  reasonably  accurate  fiscal  profile  ready  for 
the  ROUND'I'ABLE  II  meeting.   Ms.  Nemerovski  wondered  about  the  efficacy  of  meeting  for 
discussion  of  the  Commission's  finances  without  this  information.   Discussion  ensued 
amongst  the  Commissioners  with  President  Swig  summarizing  the  fairly  unanimous 
sentiment  of  the  Commissioners  that  any  opportunity  for  them  to  meet  to  discuss  Art 
Coimnission  matters  is  inherently  valuable.   It  was  decided,  then,  to  meet  for  ROUND- 
TABLE  II  as  scheduled  with  what  money  figures  are  available  at  that  time. 

President  Swig  informed  the  Commissioners  that  a  proposal  has  been  made  to  the  Mayor's 
Office  to  turn  the  $12,000.00  traditionally  advanced  to  the  Commission  against 
projected  revenues  from  the  annual  Arts  Festival  into  an  annual  appropriation 
specifically  allocated  to  cover  the  basic  costs  of  staging  the  Arts  Festival.   Further 
information  on  this  proposal  will  be  provided  as  it  is  available. 
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COMMITTEE  REPORTS:   (continued) 

Airport  Joint  Committee:   Chairman  Vedensky  indicated  that  he  would  entertain  questions 

on  the  content  of  contracts  for  the  Central  Terminal  art 
work  proposals  for  the  fabrication  and  installation  of  large  scale  works — which  item 
was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Commissioners  earlier  in  these  proceedings  on  the 
Consent  Calendar.  , 

Commissioner  Taliaferro — having  just  received,  along  with  the  other  Commissioners,  a 
draft  copy  of  the  referred  contract — asked  what  essential  difference  exists  between 
this  document  and  prior  contracts  initiated  by  the  Art  Commission. 

Chairman  Vedensky  explained  that  tliese  new  contract  documents  are  derivative  of  those 
used  for  the  Moscone  Center  Art  Enrichment  Program;  and  he  introduced  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Judith  Teichman  who  expatiated  on  the  differences. 

Ms.  Teichman  indicated  that  this  new  contract  process  provides  for  two  distinct  agree- 
ments:  one  for  a  maquette,  and  the  other  for  fabrication  and  installation  of  the 
approved  design.   She  went  on  to  indicate  that  these  new  contract  documents  represent 
refinements  of  earlier  contract  documents. 

In  response  to  concerns  expressed  by  Commissioner  Taliaferro,  Ms.  Teichman  explained 
that  these  new  contract  documents  make  provision  for  a  schedule  of  interim  payments 
to  the  artist  that  arc  refundable  to  the  City  if  the  artist  does  not  follow  through  on 
contract  specifications. 

To  Conmiissioner  Taliaferro's  concern  over  whether  the  contract  for  maquette  covered 
both  the  work  and  its  base.  Commissioner  Vedensky  explained  that  when  the  base  of 
a  work  is  part  of  the  work  it  will  be  covered  by  the  maquette  contract.   Conversely, 
when  any  base  is  not  part  of  a  work,  it  will  not  be  included  in  the  maquette  contract. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  expressed  principal  concern — based  upon  past  experience — with 
the  enforcibility  of  the  underscored  provision  in  Appendix  B  (draft  6-8-82),  p.  2, 
par.  l.a  of  the  "Agreement  to  Fabricate,  Transport  and  Install  a  Work  of  Art":   "The 
work  shall  not  deviate  in  size,  design  or  material  from  these  requirements  unless  the 
change  is  approved  by  resolution  of  the  (Art)  Commission," — and  on  the  interpretation, 
suggested  in  prior  drafts,  of  the  words  ".  .  .minimal  changes.  .  ." 

Discussion  ensued  amongst  the  Commissioners,  with  comments  from  the  City  Attorney,  on: 

1.  the  universally  accepted  fact  of  invariable  deviation  between  the  concept  (i.e., 
maquette)  and  the  final  execution  of  a  work  of  art; 

2.  the  possiljility  of  adding  a  provision  in  the  contract  document  for  these  acceptable 
minimal  changes  in  execution  from  a  maquette; 

3.  the  difficulty  in  drawing  clear  distinctions  between  implicitly  acceptable  "minimal 
changes"  and  "major  changes"  in  execution  from  a  maquette; 

4.  the  need  to  further  refine  this  standard  contract  document,  so  as: 

a.  to  insure  satsifactory  receipt  of  art  work  commissioned  by  and  contracted  for 
by  the  City  §  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

b.  to  protect  artists  from  potential  capriciousness  on  the  part  of  the  Art  Commis- 
sion when  it  commissions  and  contracts  for  specific  art  work.

It  was  agreed  that  wording  would  be  amended  as  discussed. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  concluded  discussion  of  this  topic  with  the  submission  of  the 
following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Alley  and  unanimously  approved 
by  the  Art  Coimnission:

as  a  gift  to  the  City  for  placement  in  the  personal  office  of  Mayor  Dianne  Fcinstcin 
with  the  provision  that  any  relocation  of  the  bust  be  subject  to  the  review  and  approval 
of  the  Art  Commission.   The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Vedensky  and  opened 
for  discussion. 

Leading  tiic  discussion  amongst  the  Commissioners,  Commissioners  Taliaferro  and  Rodriguez 
expressed  very  serious  concerns  over: 

1.  the  aesthetic  merit  of  the  work; 

2.  the  possibility  that  the  general  public  will  view  official  acceptance  of  this 
gift  as  the  "officially  chosen  memorial  to  the  late  Mayor  Moscone"; 

3.  the  Art  Commission's  Charter-mandated  responsibility — utilizing  standards  of 
quality — to  preview  and  pass  on  all  gifts  of  art  to  the  City  ^  County  before 
such  gifts  are  officially  accepted;  and 

4.  the  fact  that  all  of  the  Art  Commissioners  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  view 
the  bust  in  question. 

There  were  various  comments  from  members  of  the  concerned  public  in  the  audience.

At  President  Swig's  suggestion.  Commissioners  La  Rocca  and  Vedensky  respectively  with- 
drew their  resolution  S  second,  and  the  President  put  this  matter  over  to  the  next 
regular  meeting  in  July  1982 — by  which  time  all  of  the  Art  Conunissioners  shall  have 
viewed  the  Downic  Bust.   In  conclusion.  Commissioner  Patri  suggested  that  the  City 
Attorney  be  asked  to  clarify  the  Art  Commission's  authority  to  accept  items  for  the 
City  as  "gifts"  and  not  as  "bona  fide  works  of  art."

jurying  process  has  successfully  been  completed,  that  the  installation  of  the  Awards 
of  Honor  Exhibition  at  the  Bank  of  America  moves  along  quite  well,  and  that  staff  fi 
volunteers  are  moving  toward  the  installation  of  the  Festival  exhibit  at  the  Mosconc 
Center. 

President  Swig  directed  the  Coordinator  to  provide  her  with  a  current  income  5  expend- 
itures read-out. 

International  Sculpture  Conference:   President  Swig  noted  that  a  report  would  be  made 

at  the  next  regular  meeting  on  the  Art  Commission's 
participation — through  its  community  cultural  centers — in  the  International  Sculpture 
Conference  to  be  held  in  the  Bay  Area  in  August  1982.

OLD/NEW       Commissioner  Taliaferro  asked  for  the  floor  to  address  his  fellow  Com- 
BUSINESS      missioners,  and  proceeded  to  unfold  the  following  apprisals  that  he 
specifically  requested  be  reflected  in  their  entirety  in  the  public 
record:   viz., 

1.  The  Commissioner  rued  the  fact  that  "bend-over-backward"  efforts  are  consistently 
made  by  the  Art  Commission  not  to  forget  to  acknowledge  and  thank  corporate 
personalities  §  individuals  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  various  Art 
Commission  projects; 

2.  The  Commissioner  conversely  rued  the  fact  that  virtually  no  efforts  are  made  to 
appropriately  acknowledge  the  selfless  and  unstipended  work  of  members  of  this 
very  Commission  over  the  years  who  have  been  principally  instrumental  in  bringing 
eminence  both  to  the  City  C,   County  of  San  Francisco  and  to  tlic  Art  Commission; 

3.  The  Commissioner  specifically  took  umbrage  at  the  fact  that  his  own  singularly 
monumental  efforts  to  make  the  first  annual  San  Francisco  Fair  ^  Exposition  a 
reality  have  gone  completely  unacknowledged,  uncited,  uncertificated — and 
unappreciated; 

4.  Apropos  of  the  foregoing,  Commissioner  Taliaferro  cited  the  following  facts  for 
his  fellow  Commissioners  edification: 

a.   It  was  Commissioner  Taliaferro's  negotiations  with  the  Egyptian  Consulate, 
calls  to  the  Carter  White  House,  and  work  with  Senator  Alan  Cranston  that 
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OLD/NEW  BUSINl-SS:   (continued) 

effected  success  in  actually  bringing  the  Tutankhamen  exhibition  to  San 
Francisco — and  not  the  efforts  of  the  celebrated  Cyril  Magnin; 

b.  Credit  having  been  inappropriately  taken  by  Mr.  Magnin  for  netting  $11  million 
to  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  and  $110  million  to  the  City's  economy  from  the  Tut 
exhibit,  Walter  Newman  held  a  press  conference  to  abate  embarrassment  and  to 
square  the  public  record  concerning  Commissioner  Taliaferro's  premier  role  in 
bringing  this  profitable  exhibit  to  San  Francisco; 

c.  Commissioner  Taliaferro — having  in  1978-79  conceived  the  notion  of  a  county 
fair  in  San  l-rancisco  and  having  spent  tireless  hours  lobbying  for  the 
legislation  5  financing  that  makes  this  First  Annual  Fair  a  reality — stands 
anonimously  unacknowledged  in  either  word  or  deed  for  his  efforts; 

d.  Concommitantly  noting  that  the  Art  Commission  is  itself  receiving  no  credit 
for  the  "creation"  of  this  first  annual  San  Francisco  Fair  5  Exposition,  the 
Commissioner  pointed  out  that  the  Fair's  very  brochure  is  a  carbon  copy  of 
the  document  written  three  years  ago  by  him — when  he  was  President  of  the 
Art  Commission — and  typed  by  the  Commission's  current  Director,  Joan  Ellison. 

In  conclusion.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  derided  the  notion  that — as  a  Commissioner  of 
the  City — one  should  be  expected  to  serve  both  without  compensation  and  without 
recognition  for  one's  efforts  for  the  commonweal.   Further  to  this  issue,  since  tlie 
Art  Commission  has  not  found  it  within  its  good  offices  to  do  so.  Commissioner  Talia- 
ferro publically  acknowledged  his  own  successful  efforts,  thanked  himself  for  his 
contributions  to  the  quality  of  cultural  life  in  the  City,  and  withdrew  from  the 
meeting. 

As  Commissioner  Taliaferro  was  preparing  to  leave  the  room.  President  Swig  expressed 
her  sorrow  that  he  felt  compelled  to  make  the  foregoing  statement,  indicated  that 
any  perceived  slight  or  oversight  was  certainly  unintentional,  considered  that  all 
of  the  Commissioners  were  working  as  a  team,  and  acknowledged  that — without  his  past 
efforts — many  of  the  Art  Commission's  projects  would  definitely  not  have  been 
successful . 

ADJOURNMENT   The  hour  for  the  closing  of  the  Public  Library  having  been  reached. 
President  Swig  put  over  all  unattended  business  to  the  next  regular 
meeting  and  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:55  p.m.

President  Swig  dispensed  with  her  own  formal  remarks  and  deferred  to  Director  l-llison 
for  a  report . 

Df RF.CTOR'S    Director  Fllison  underscored  the  success  of  the  recently  concluded  36th 
RFPORT        Annual  Arts  Festival  and  thanked  Coordinator  Roberto  Fsparza  and  his 

volunteer  staff — especially  Randi  Fisher — for  tiie  fine  job  tiiey  did  uiidcr 
exceptional  circumstances. 

The  Director  went  on  to  thank,  as  well,  those  Commissioners  who  liecaiiic  more  directly 
involved  in  the  Festival's  preparations  this  year — hoping  that  they  will  have  come 
to  appreciate  the  difficulties  in  mounting  this  type  of  event  with  a  part-time  staff. 

Director  Fllison  concluded  concerning  the  ['cstival  by  congratulating  and  tiianking 
President  Swig  for  her  very  successful  efforts  at  raising  monies  from  the  Business 
Community,  without  which  the  36th  Annual  Arts  Festival  would  not  have  been  possible. 

Ms.  iillison  informed  the  Conuni  ssioncrs  that  she  recently  attended  the  Awards  Ceremony 
of  the  Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  during  which  the  American  lixpress  Company  was 
honored  for  its  contributions  to  the  arts  across  the  country — including  programs  of 
the  San  l-rancisco  Art  Commission  last  year.

PRFSIDHNT'S 
RFMARKS  AND 
DISCUSSION 


Noting  that  financial  materials  have  not  yet  been  fully  compiled,  President 
Swig  encouraged  a  general  discussion  on  Art  Commission  program  matters 
relative  to  finances.   The  following  subjects  were  touched  upon  during 
this  meeting: 


1.  The  Art  Commission's  budget  for  FY  1982-83  was  confirmed  to  be  identical  to  FY  1981- 
82 — excepting  the  addition  of  a  $12,000.00  grant  for  the  annual  Arts  Festival; 

2.  It  was  determined  that  a  concerted  effort  be  made  to  garner  additional  funding 

for  tlie  Commission's  programs  through  private  solicitation   a  n  d   through  a  lobbying 
effort  for  an  increased  City  appropriation; 

3.  The  Commissioners  reaffirmed  their  intent  to  maintain  a  "holding  pattern"  around 
expansion  of  arts  programs  at  this  time  and  to  proceed  ahead  with  an  in-depth 
analysis  of  the  Art  Commission's  activities  program  by  program; 

Municipal  Art  Gallery: 

4a.  Commissioner  La  Rocca  indicated  that  such  an  analysis  is  well  under  way  for  the 
Visual  Arts  Program,  its  financing  and  staffing; 

b.  Commissioner  La  Rocca  optimistically  spoke  to  the  re-opening  of  the  Commission's 
Art  Gallery  and  informed  his  fellows  that  Lyn  Freeman  of  the  staff  has  been  tire- 
lessly working  on  this  eventuality — with  the  newly-arrived  assistance  of  Ms.  Margie 
Boyd,  who  is  working  with  Lyn  on  planning; 

c.  Further  noting  the  high  visibility  of  the  Gallery  in  its  immediate  proximity  to 
City  Hall,  Commissioner  La  Rocca  suggested  that  thought  be  given  fairly  soon  to 
renaming  the  Gallery  to  coincide  with  its  re-opening; 
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d.  Commissioner  Vedensky  suggested  that  the  traditional  orientation  of  the  "Capricorn 
Asunder  Gallery"  —  serving  the  City's  struggling  artists  who  have  limited  opportun- 
ities to  display  their  work — be  maintained  and  extended; 

Annual  Arts  Festival: 

5a.  The  advantages  of  re-staging  the  annual  Arts  Festival  at  the  Moscone  Convention 

Center  were  generally  conceded,  since  the  specially  constructed  installation  panels 
could  be  re-used;  it  was  noted,  as  well,  that  the  proposal  to  hold  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  the  facility  next  summer  could  possibly  provide  more 
profcssioMiil  lighting  of  future  Arts  Festival  installations; 

b.  Conmii  ss  i  oners  Mayer  and  Rodriguez  jointly  appealed  for  a  grcatoi'  separation  and 
definition  of  the  Annual  Arts  Festival  from  the  San  Francisco  Fair  ^  lixposition  — 
should  the  Festival  continue  to  be  staged  in  conjunction  with  the  Fair; 

c.  There  was  general  consensus  amongst  the  Commissioners  that  monies  sliould  be  c.xihm '. ni 
early  on  to  hire  a  Coordinator  for  the  Summer  1983  Arts  Festival,  thus  allow ini' 
sufficient  time  to  fund- raise  for  the  event; 

d.  It  being  noted  that  a  shift  in  timing  of  this  year's  Arts  Festival  to  late  June 
and  a  potential  shift  in  timing  of  the  1983  Festival  to  mid-/latc-.July  (due  to 
the  impending  Democratic  Convention)  would  technically  creat  a  fiscal  year  in  which 
no  Arts  I'cstival  would  be  produced,  n  recommendation  was  made  to  hold  the  1983 
Awards  of  Honor  1-xhibition  in  June  of  1983;  ' 

e.  It  was  further  determined  that,  should  the  mounting  of  tlic  Annual  Arts  Festivals 
need  to  depend  on  the  energies  of  volunteers/arts  interns,  this  type  of  person- 
power  be  conscribed  much  earlier  on  in  the  planning  process; 

f.  Mr.  David  Glotzer,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Fair  5  Fxposition,  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  a  new  facet  of  the  Cnlifornia  Arts  Council's  funding  may  allow 
for  uj^wards  of  $3,000.00  to  facilitate  future  joint  efforts  between  the  F'air  and 
the  Arts  Fcstiva 1 ; 

g.  Mr.  (ilotzer  confirmed  that  the  dates  for  next  year's  !"air  will  be  21  tliru  23  July 
1982  inclusive — whicli  will  certainly  follow  the  impending  Democratic  National 
Convention  at  the  Moscone  Center — and  he  indicated  that  he  has  tentative  dates  for 
the  Fair-event  at  the  Center  for  the  next  8  years; 

h.  Noting  that  his  final  tallies  indicate  a  65,000-person  paid  attendance  at  the  1982 
Fair  5  Expo,  Mr.  Glotzer  concluded  by  informing  the  Commissioners  that  the  event 
will  have  use  of  the  entire  Moscone  Center  for  next  year's  production; 

6.  While  the  need  for  a  full-time  public  relations  person  to  handle  all  Art  Commission 
programs  was  reaffirmed.  Director  Ellison  assured  the  Commissioners  that  Crocker 
National  Bank  (in  the  nersons  of  Ron  IVeber,  Margaret  Bradford,  and  Louise  Jordan) 
is  willing  to  continue  volunteering  some  public  relations  services; 

7.  Director  Ellison,  indicating  that  a  thorough  report  will  be  made  fortliwith,  informed 
the  Commissioners  that  early  reviews  reveal  a  66.3%  attendance  at  this 
year's  Pops  Concerts — exactly  double  last  year's  attendance; 
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8.  The  Director  went  on  to  spread  the  f;oocl  news  that  Mr.  Calvin  Malone,  Department 
of  City  Planning,  has  submitted  a  proposal  to  the  City  for  the  allocation  of 

$5  million  for  the  rehabilitafton  of  the  Community  Cultural  Facilities  as  part 
of  ]-)roposals  for  capital  expenditures  made  possible  by  the  City's  surplus  funds; 

9.  Director  Hllison  infonned  the  Commissioners  that — in  response  to  I'resident  Swig's 
efforts  to  have  tlio  Mayor  assist  the  Art  Commission  by  providing  office  space — 
Mr,  Rudy  Nothenberg,  Deputy  Mayor,  is  actively  working  to  accomiilish  this; 

10.  Director  F.llison  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to  focus  in  on  a  date  for  the 
prosont.it  ion  of  a  special  Award  of  Honor  to  Maestro  Kurt  Herbert  Adlor  (Resolution

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  this  project  had  been  approved  some 
years  earlier  but  had  been  held  up  due  to  reduction  of  federal  funding  for  the  entire 
clean  water  project  and  subsequent  re-design  of  the  facility.

Noting  that  PS/PS  was  founded  within  the  past  year  by  a  group  of  citizens  with  arts 
backgrounds  committed  to  planning  the  placement  of  public  sculpture  through  a 
synthetic  approach  to  the  environment,  site  condition  needs,  and  flow  of  population, 
Ms.  Fuller  informed  the  Commissioners  that  PS/PS  is  a  non-profit  group  dedicated  to 
the  enhancement  of  the  City  with  sculptures  given  on  temporary  loan  by  artists. 
PS/PS  will  cover  the  expense  of  transporting,  installing,  and  insuring  the  temporarily 
loaned  sculptures.   The  group  is  principally  concerned,  as  well,  with  a  thoughtful 
selection  process  that  will  insure  diversity  in  both  artists  and  artistic  styles 
selected  for  exhibition  in  public  spaces. 

Ms.  Fuller  went  on  to  inform  the  Commissioners  that  PS/PS  has  just  completed  tlie 
installation  of  8  works  at  Fort  Mason.   With  the  generous  cooperation  of  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area — and  at  the  encouragement  of  a  Citizen's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee— these  works  will  remain  on  exhibit  for  two  years. 

Ms.  Fuller  indicated  to  the  Commissioners  that  PS/PS  is  most  anxious  to  work  with 
the  Art  Commission  and  the  City  5  County  of  San  Francisco  in  order  to  accomplish 
further  installations  of  sculpture  in  the  City.   Ms.  Fuller  outlined  the  group's 
considered  desire  to  initially  focus  on  centrally  public  sites  for  such  installations 
and,  as  resources  permit,  concentrate  on  the  City's  neighborhoods  at  a  later  date. 

There  being  univocal  enthusiasm  for  the  group's  purposes.  Commissioner  Mayer  submitted 
the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously 
approved  by  the  Art  Commission:

The  group  had  then  adjourned  to  a  meeting 
room  at  which  time  lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  the  work  as  presented  (cf.  Air-

Commissioner  Nemerovski  suggested  that  these  monies  might  be 
saved  by  encouraging  the  Convention  5  Visitors  Bureau  to  reciprocally  join  Friends  of 
the  Arts.   Director  Maciel  indicated  that  he  would  pursue  the  Commissioner's 
suggested  course  of  action. 

President  Swig  noted  several  positive  achievements  of  NAP  that  were  documented  in 
Director  Maciel 's  report  and  suggested  that  the  Director  send  copies  of  his  reports 
on  a  regular  basis  to  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  the  Deputy  Mayors.

PRESIDENT*  S   Fred  Eversley  Work  at  SFIA:   President  Swig  reviewed  the  recent  unfortu- 
REPORT  nate  publicity  on  the  installation  of  the 

Eversley  sculpture  and  expressed  concern  over  the  mis-representation  of 
the  procedures  followed  by  the  Airport  Joint  Committee  and  the  Art  Commission. 

The  Municipal  Art  Gallery:   President  Swig  reported  that  a  good  deal  of  interest  has 

been  generated  in  the  refurbishing  and  reopening  of  the 
Gallery.   Mrs.  Swig  noted  that  this  widespread  interest  on  the  part  of  private  citizens 
will  ensure  the  Gallery's  opening  on  a  very  solid  base — and  she  acknowledged  Lyn 
Freeman's  tireless  work  at  "base  building"  and  public  relations  for  the  Gallery.

The  Director  informed  the  Commissioners  that, 
while  Civil  Service  uses  a  comparative  scale  to  surrounding.  Bay  Area  counties  in 
establishing  salaries  and  fringe  benefits,  it  does  not  offer  any  special  benefits  to 
its  executives.   The  result  has  been  the  loss  to  the  City  5  County  of  highly  qualified 
and  competent  management  personnel . 

Director  Ellison  informed  the  Commissioners  that  both  Commissioners  Taliaferro  and 
Alley  would  be  amongst  a  group  of  some  35  Black  appointed  and  elected  public  officials 
to  be  honored  by  the  San  Francisco  Black  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  a  special  luncheon 
on  Tuesday,  5  October  1982,  from  11:00  a.m.  thru  2:00  p.m.  at  the  San  Francisco  Hilton 
Motel. 

Ms.  Ellison  noted  receipt  of  correspondence  from: 

the  San  Francisco  Civic  Chorale,  thanking  the  Art  Commission  for  the  temporary  use 
of  the  Municipal  Art  Gallery  for  a  fund-raising  "coat  sale"  that  netted  $1,700.00;
